THE  EVOLUTION  OF  THE 
CHRISTMAS  SEAL 

Twenty-two  years  ago  a  young 
man  stood  at  his  work  in  a  post  of- 
fice in  far  away  Denmark.  Thousands 
of  letters  were  passing  thru  his 
hands,  and  as  he  worked  he  thought 
how  wonderful  it  would  be  if  all  the 
happy  people  who  were  sending  glad 
Yule-tide  messages  would  add  a  spe- 
cial stamp  to  their  letters  and  cards. 
That  extra  money  would  build  a  hos- 
pital in  his  town  for  the  children 
sick  with  tuberculosis. 

He  told  his  thoughts  to  other  mail 
clerks,  and  they  formed  a  committee 
to  carry  the  idea  to  the  king  and 
queen  of  Denmark.  The  plan  was 
enthusiastically  received  and  the 
first  Christmas  Seals  appeared  in 
Denmark  in  1904.  Einar  Holboell 
had  the  joy  of  seeing  the  children's 
hospital  built  from  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale. 

The  idea  spread  to  other  countries, 
and  came  to  the  United  States  in 
1907.  Christmas  Seals  have  now 
come  to  be  as  closely  associated 
with  the  holiday  season  of  the  year 
as  Santa  Claus,  mistletoe  and  plum 
pudding.  Packages  that  are  wrapped 
with  holly  and  red  ribbon  do  not 
seem  complete  without  the  little 
Christmas  stickers.  And  why?  Be- 
cause every  Health  Seal  that  appears 
on  letters,  cards  or  bundles  shows 
that  its  purchaser  has  given  a  help- 
ful thought  to  somebody  less  fortu- 
nate than  himself. 

WELL,  WELL! 

And  so  women  fail  in  business — 
just  like  men!  Eh?  Too  much  rouge, 
lack   of  confidence  in   other  women 


and  lack  of  seriousness  were  among 
the  nine  reasons  why  women  fail  in 
Sands  of  Dallas,  national  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Federation  of  Business 
and  Professional  Women's  clubs  at 
the  annual  state  convention  here.

PROPOSED       AMENDMENTS 
TO  BY-LAWS 

The  Board  of  Directors  has  ap- 
proved of  the  following  amendments 
to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Business  & 
Professional  Women's  Club,  and  will 
submit  them  to  the  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers at  the  next  business  meeting, 
Thursday,   January  7,   1926: 

Add  the  following  section  to  Arti- 
cle III: 

Sec.  4.  Any  woman  presenting 
evidence  of  membership  in  good 
standing  in  any  other  club  in  the 
State  Federation  of  Business  and 
Professional  Women's  Clubs,  or  in 
the  National  Federation,  and  apply- 
ing for  membership  in  this  club,  may 
be  received  as  a  member  upon  pay- 
ment of  any  initiation  fee. 

Add  the  following  section  to  Arti- 
cle III: 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  of  the  Junior 
section  applying  for  membership  in 
this  club,  must  present  evidence  of 
membership  in  good  standing  as  a 
Junior  for  two  successive  years  im- 
mediately preceding  application,  and 
be  satisfactory  to  the  Membership 
Committee  of  this  club.  The  dues 
for  a  Junior  upon  entering  the 
senior  club  shall  be  the  regular 
senior  dues,  but  the  initiation  fee 
shall  be  two-thirds  of  the  initiation 
fee  charged  seniors. 


Add  the  following  section  to  Arti- 
cle VII: 

Sec.  8.  The  Board  of  Directors 
shall  approve  all  suggested  endorse- 
ments of  matters  outside  of  club  af- 
fairs, before  any  voting  thereon  by 
the  club  at  large. 

Section  1  of  Article  VIII  shall  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Nominations  for  office 
shall  be  presented  by  a  Nominating 
Committee  of  five,  elected  by  ballot 
by  the  members  of  the  club  at  the 
first  regular  meeting  in  February. 
Members  of  the  club  may  recommend 
to  the  Nominating  Committee  the 
names  of  any  member  in  good  stand- 
ing as  nominee  for  any  office  indi- 
cated. The  Nominating  Committee 
shall  prepare  a  list  of  nominees  for 
all  offices  to  be  filled,  and  file  such 
list  with  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary within  two  weeks  after  the  elec- 
tion of  the  Committee,  and  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  shall  post  a 
copy  of  such  list  in  the  club  rooms 
not  later  than  ten  days  prior  to  the 
annual  meeting  in  March.  At  the 
regular  meeting  one  week  preceding 
the  annual  election,  nominations  may 
also  be  made  from  the  floor.  The 
names  of  the  persons  so  nominated 
shall  be  posted  with  the  list  pre- 
sented by  the  Nominating  Committee 
at  the  same  time  and  place.

As 
an  investment  the  stock  was  shown  to  be  exceedingly  safe, 
as  th  value  of  the  property  is  very  much  more  than  the  in- 
debtedness and  the  amount  paid  in  by  stockholders  combined. 
Income  on   the   investment   will   come  in   due   time.

VITALITY  IN  SLANG 

"Hot  Dog!" 

"When  I  hear  some  person  exclaim  that,  I  feel  the  pulse 
of  vitality  in  the  expression,  even  though  I  do  not  know 
what 'it  means,"  says  Dr.  Felix  Schnelling,  head  of  the  En- 
glish department  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  ac- 
cording to  the  Public  Ledger. 

Do  you  use  slang?  Then  listen  to  what  Dr.  Schnelling 
has  to  say  regarding  the  form  of  expression: 

"The  use  of  slang  is  an  indication  of  mental  alertness 
and  the  language  without  slang  will  soon  die  out  because 
of  lack  of  vitality. 

"Mental  alertness  in  contrast  to  what  Professor  George 
Stevens  of  Swarthmore  terms  laziness.  Every  language 
contains  slang  phrases,  and  the  best  language  has  the  most 
slang. 

"Regarding  the  derivation  of  slang,  the  words  come 
into  use  the  same  as  any  language.  Somebody  uses  a 
slang  phrase  and  it  goes  the  rounds.  The  words  soon 
spread  to  all  sections  and  become  common  usage. 

P*luch  criticism  has  been  heaped  upon  modern  writers 
for  the  use  of  slang,  but  Dr.  Schnelling  contends  that  it 
is  unjust  inasmuch  as  they  are  merely  adding  vitality  and 
picturesqueness  to  their  works. 

Shakespeare  made  great  use  of  slang,  and  his  works 
teem  with  expressions  that  vie  with  the  modern  slang 
phrases.  In  the  evolution  of  language  many  words  orig- 
nally  slang  are  adopted  by  writers  and  speakers  and  take 
their  place  ultimately,  as  accepted  English,  according  to 
Dr.  Schnelling. 

Any  language  would  soon  die  without  the  slang  phrases 
that  give  it  life.  "Certainly  a  language  is  more  figurative 
with  slang,"  says  Dr.  Schnelling,  "and  I  am  convinced  that 
the  language  that  uses  the  most  slang  is  the  best." 

Aristophanes  is  Athenian  slang,  indicating  that  even  in 
those  early  days  good  use  was  made  of  this  form  of 
jargon.  The  Greek  writer  used  slang  words  prolifically, 
as  his  works  reveal.  "Good  night!"  exclaimed  Dr.  Schnel- 
ling. "I  nearly  overlooked  the  fact  my  wife  has  sum- 
moned me  to  the  dining  table.  You  see,  I  have  made  use 
of  a  slang  phrase.  The  words  I  have  used  are  found  in 
Shakespeare's  'Henry    IV.'  "

ARE  AMERICAN  WOMEN  KEEPING  PACE? 

That  American  women  will  have  to  "keep  moving"  to  keep  up 
with  the  women  of  other  countries  in  advancing  themselves  to 
prominent  positions,  and  in  securing  beneficial  legislation,  is  shown 
by  the  following  items  culled  from  international  bulletins: 

In  Australia,  a  woman  magistrate  appointed  to  Children's  Court. 

In  South  Africa,  women  admitted  to  the  practice  of  the  law. 

In  Iceland,  age  of  marriage  raised  to  18  and  21;  marriage  pro- 
hibited for  those  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  venereal  disease  or 
epilepsy. 

In  Latvia  women  admitted  to  practice  law. 

In  Czecho-Slovakia,  compulsory  medical  examination  before  mar- 
riage; in  case  of  separation,  each  spouse  to  retain  what  belonged 
to  him  or  her  before  marriage,  and  to  share  all  acquired  during 
marriage;  the  poorer  spouse,  whether  man  or  woman,  to  be  allowed 
a  maintenance  from  the  other,  if  necessary;  allowance  for  main- 
tenance and  education  of  illegitimate  children  from  date  of  birth. 

In  Sweden,  power  given  public  authorities  to  take  charge  of  a 
child  up  to  age  of  18  for  educational  purposes. 

In  Denmark,  bill  passed  one  House  admitting  women  to  Parlia- 
ment; probably  will  pass  both  Houses. 

In  Uruguay  a  bill  favorably  reported  granting  full  civil  and  politi- 
cal rights  to  women. 

In  Greece,  women  admitted  to  practice  law,  and  have  obtained 
municipal  vote. 

In  Cuba,  a  woman  appointed  Municipal  Judge. 

In  Brussels,  one  of  the  three  most  important  distinctions  in  the 
University  won  by  a  woman  from  the  Law  Faculty. 

In  Prague,  the  first  woman  appointed  Lecturer  in  the  University. 

In  Russia,  in  the  medical  school  in  Leningrad,  1496  women  study- 
ing to  be  physicians,  as  against  606  men.  And  remember,  in  Russia 
the  proletariat  has  the  first  right  of  entry  in  the  schools,  members 
of  the  bourgeoisie  being  accepted  only  if  there  are  vacancies  left.

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  2. 

Section  2.  Dues  shall  be  Twelve  Dollars  per  fiscal  year,  from 
March  1st  to  March  1st,  payable  semi-annually  in  advance.  This 
sum   shall  include  National  and  State  Federation  dues. 

Section  3.  Any  member  whose  dues  shall  be  unpaid  for  thirty 
days  after  the  same  shall  become  due  shall  be  declared  delinquent 
and  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote.  If  such  delinquent  dues  are  not 
paid  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  she  shall  be  dropped  from  mem- 
bership, provided  that  notice  shall  have  been  sent  such  member 
at  the  expiration  of  the  first  thirty  days'  delinquency;  notifying  her 
of  her  delinquency  and  of  the  provisions  of  this  section.  Such 
member  may  be  reinstated  within  one  year  from  the  time  her  dues 
are  payable,  by  the  payment  of  the  delinquent  dues.

ANNUAL    MEETING 

Financial  statement  showed  a  business  handled  by  the  club 
during  the  year  of  about  $23,000.00.  Quite  a  little  business 
to  be  looked  after  by  the  directors,  in  addition  to  their  own 
businesses,  isn't  it? 

While  we  have  very  little  on  hand,  we  have  paid  off  about 
$1100,  debts  incurred  in  equipping,  and  purchased  $1000  or 
more  of  new  equipment.  So  it  is  very  encouraging,  but  takes 
careful  management.  There  is  much  more  we  want  to  do  this 
year,  for  our  enjoyment  of  our  lovely  home. 


Activities  Committee  showed  a  list  of  theatre  parties,  card 
parties,  a  costume  party,  and  a  system  of  telephoning  to  mem- 
bers in  regard  to  all  projected  activities. 

With  these  events,  and  the  monthly  Holding  Company 
dance,  the  Fellowship  Teas  monthly,  the  Junior  dances,  Phil- 
omel and  Past  Officers^  meetings,  there  is  opportunity  for 
every  member  to  enjoy  the  form  of  club  activity  she  prefers. 


The  Music  Committee  suggested  that  a  set  of  songs  be  com- 
piled for  use  upon  any  and  all  occasions.  We  have  become  a 
"singing  club",  with  a  high  standard  of  appreciation  of 
things  musical,  and  must  live  up  to  it.  Through  the  efforts 
of  this  committee  we  have  enjoyed  artists  of  great  merit, 
as  well. 

The  House  Committee  recommends  that  tickets  be  sold  at 
the  time  reservations  are  made  for  special  dinners  and 
luncheons,  with  the  seats  bearing  numbers,  thus  preventing 
much  confusion.  This  committee  has  labored  with  the  prac- 
tical details  of  housekeeping,  besides  assisting  the  secretary 
in  the  work  of  cashier  on  crowded  days. 


The  Publicity  Committee's  report  dates  from  August  1st, 
only,  as  before  that  time  it  was  handled  by  several  different 
ones  as  an  emergency  matter.  From  August  1st  to  Decem- 
ber 1st  much  space  was  obtained  in  the  daily  papers,  and  for 
the  months  of  December,  January  and  February,  when  a 
contest  was  opened  offering  a  silver  cup  to  the  club  obtaining 
the  greatest  lineage  of  publicity,  the  committee  obtained 
480  inches.      Great!

Continued  from  last  -week's  Herald. 
The  Membership  Committee  reports  27  applications  ac- 
cepted during  the  past  year,  and  24  for  the  Juniors.  A  drive 
having  ended  just  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  club  year, 
immediately  before  raising  of  initiation  fee,  accounted  for 
the  small  number.  But  several  applications  have  come  in 
this  month,  and  the  showing  will  be  much  higher  this  year. 
We  want  numbers,  sufficient  to  maintain  the  overhead  ex- 
penses, so  that  our  profits  from  catering  may  be  used  for 
furnishings  and  general  club  projects,  but  above  all,  we  desire 
quality  rather  than  quantity  in  membership. 


The  report  of  the  Herald  showed  an  increasing  cost,  in  the 
raising  of  the  postage  from  1  cent  to  1%.  The  amount  paid 
by  the  Club  just  about  meets  the  postage,  all  other  expenses 
having  to  be  met  from  advertising.  Total  cost  per  week, 
about  $38.50.  And  this  pays  nothing  for  time  of  the  editor, 
of  course.  Suggestions  is  made  by  the  editor  that  the  Herald 
be  issued  every  other  week  in  place  of  every  week.  Let  us 
hear  from  the  members  about  that. 


The  Philomel  section's  principal  effort  of  the  year  was  the 
Minstrel  Show,  netting  $170.52,  $100  of  which  will  be  devoted 
to  Fenton  House,  the  balance  to  future  work  of  the  section. 

Its  present  project  is  to  send  a  delegation  to  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  in  July  to  the  National  Convention,  to  compete  in  the 
national  song  contest  there.  It  is  desired  to  raise  a  portion 
of  the  funds  for  the  expense  of  this  trip.  Wouldn't  it  be 
wonderful  to  bring  back  the  cup  to  Oakland? 


The  Past  Officers'  section,  in  addition  to  rendering  various 
smaller  services  during  the  year,  has  undertaken  to  establish 
in  the  name  of  the  club,  an  annual  prize  of  $50  to  be  given  a 
student  of  Mills  College  who  shall  write  the  best  essay  on 
the  subject,  "The  Professional  Business  Woman,  Her  Work 
and  Ideals".  The  presentation  of  the  first  $50  will  be  made 
at  the  dinner  of  March  25th,  when  Dr.  Aurelia  Reinhardt 
will  be  our  guest  and  speaker.  It  is  hoped  to  later  give  a 
similar  prize  to  a  student  at  the  University  of  California. 

The  P.  O.'s  also  have  ambitions  to  secure  an  adequate 
library  for  the  club,  and  to  be  of  general  service  in  promoting 
good  fellowship  and  high  ideals  for  which  the  club  stands. 


The  Junior  section  has  60  active  members,  with  applica- 
tions for  about  15  more.  Their  report  shows  a  social  event 
at  least  once  a  month,  besides  assisting  the  senior  club  on 
various  occasions. 

They,  also,  have  a  student  loan  fund  under  way,  and  have 
a  choral  section  functioning.  An  exceedingly  interesting  re- 
port is  on  file,  showing  a  very  live  section  coming  on  to  help 
us  out  later  on,  as  trained  "seniors".

EFFICIENCY  AT  WORK  COMES  IN   SPINSTERHOOD 

U.  S.  Expert  Says  "Old  Maids"  Take  Enthusiasm  and 
Loyalty  to  Jobs 

By  Joseph  S.  Wasney 

Blessed  be  the  "old  maid"  for  she  is  the  queen  of 
women  workers  says  Herbert  D.  Brown,  who  has  made  a 
study  of  women  workers   in  government  service. 

Brown,  chief  of  the  bureau  of  efficiency  and  an  expert 
in  classifying  employes,  told  the  United  Press  that  the 
star  of  woman's  efficiency  rises  as  the  thought  of  marriage 
fails. 

"As  she  abandons  the  art  of  self-decoration  for  the 
ensnarement  of  man,  her  service  to  her  employer  increases," 
Brown    said. 

"Enthusiasm,  Loyalty" 

This  woman  brings  to  her  work  an  enthusiasm  and 
loyalty  that  is  rarely  equaled  by  any  other  class  of  worker. 
She  comes  to  mother  her  job  and  the  instinct  of  mother- 
hood that  dominates  all  women  is  lavished  by  the  old  maid 
in   her  work." 

Flappers,  the  efficiency  chief  said,  let  their  minds  wan- 
der constantly  to  pleasures  of  youth.  They  think  much  of 
men — then  pause  in  their  work  for  the  purpose  of  nose- 
powdering.     They  flit  about. 

"The  efficiency  of  flappers  is  not  high,"  he  said.  "Yet 
for  certain  kinds  of  work  they  excel  older  women.  Their 
specialty  is  the  high  speed  job  with  some  of  the  elements 
of  the  Charleston  in  it.  On  jobs  that  require  nimble  fingers, 
quick  action,  but  little  thought  they  are  good." 

Widows  Not  So   Good 

Brown  said  his  studies  showed  widows  were  not  as 
good  workers  as  married  women  and  "old  maids."  They 
think  of  what  might  have  been  and  their  minds  are  usually 
unsetled  and  disturbed. 

Women  workers  should  not  be  too  stout,  Brown  found. 
Flesh  is  likely  to  indicate  lack  of  mental  and  physical 
activity. 

This  one  great  defiiciency  in  women  workers  that 
limits  their  posibilities  is  that  they  shun  taking  responsi- 
bility, Brown  said.  Men  remains  in  command  largely  be- 
cause woman  refuses  to  take  the  helm  of  direction.

A    SPRING   TONIC 

The  poets  generally  may  say,  "What  so  rare  as  a  day  in 
June,'  'and  Whitcomb  Riley  talk  of  being  "knee  deep  in 
June",  but  in  this  favored  locality  we  are  at  least  two  months 
ahead  of  them,  and  sometimes  three.  I've  not  only  been  knee 
deep  in  lush  verdure  and  rioting  wildflowers  today,  but  clear 
to  the  neck,  and  even  wholly  submerged  at  times,  when  the 
wild  lilacs  enroofed  the  trail  for  hundreds  of  feet  at  a  time, 
an  arbor  of  heavenly  blue  and  sweetest  fragrance,  and  deli- 
cate-hued  iris  fringed  the  path,  intermingled  with  fern  and 
columbine  and  lacy  greenery;  one  knew  the  fairies  made  it 
their  abode  when  mortals  were  not  intruding. 

Then  the  bits  of  meadows,  carpeted  so  thickly  with  baby 
blue-eyes,  johnny  jump-ups,  starry  daisies,  and  a  multitude 
of  tiny  blossoms,  that  one  hesitated  to  take  a  step  lest  one 
crush  out  too  much  loveliness.  And  all  the  brush  that  covers 
the  mountain's  sides  with  a  heavy  mat,  was  found  to  be 
blossoming;  the  exquisite  waxen  bells  of  the  manzanita,  the 
dainty  white  tubes  of  yerba  santa,  even  the  common  grease- 
wood  putting  forth  a  tiny  flower  of  richest  blue,  in  form  a 
miniature  lilac  blossom. 

Now  this  was  on  Tamalpais,  where  at  this  season  one  may 
well  play  tourist,  and  revel  in  its  beauteous  growth,  as  well 
as  the  raptourous  views. 

But  in  our  own  Berkeley  canyons  we  find  some  of  the  same 
lovely  lilac,  and  on  the  spring-dotted  hillsides  back  of  Dimond 
and  Joaquin  Miller  Heights  (where  they  have  left  an  acre  or 
two  not  yet  subdivided)  are  the  same  Persian  carpets  of  tiny 
blossoms.  If  you  ride  by  in  an  automobile  you  will  only  see 
the  brilliant  poppies,  whose  color  challenges  the  eye.  But 
park  your  machine,  walk  a  bit,  till  you  are  right  in  the  thick 
of  the  flowers;  get  down  close  to  the  earth  and  see  myriad 
blossoms  in  their  marvelous  perfection. 

Revel  in  the  abundance  of  life  that  is  everywhere  about 
you.  You'll  be  re-vivified,  replenished,  regenerated;  you'll 
know  for  a  fact  that  "God's  in  His  heaven,  all's  right  with 
the  world."  — Contributed.

the  other  often  took  a  hurried  sandwich,  that  she  might 
use  the  time  for  shopping  or  other  errands.  One  of  them 
had  time  for  a  swim  at  the  Gym  after  office  hours,  or 
a  nap  at  home  before  dinner,  thereby  being  quite  refreshed 
and  ready  for  anything  the  evening  might  provide.  The 
other  went  home  and  prepared  the  dinner,  without  a  mo- 
ment for  rest;  then  washed  dishes,  attended  to  other 
home  duties,  and  probably  had  to  do  a  little  washing  or 
cleaning,  in  order  to  be  in  proper  attire  for  the  office. 
If  an  evening  engagement  offered,  it  was  a  breathless 
change  of  costume,  not  a  moment  of  relaxation  in  be- 
tween,  and  home  later  with  a   headache. 

How  many  of  us  are  trying  to  carry  on  two  jobs  in- 
stead   of   one  ? 

They  say  that  so  few  women  make  the  same  success 
of  their  work  as  men.  Is  it  because  they  are  not  devot- 
ing their  best  energies  to  the  task,  but  dividing  their  time, 
thought,  and  ability  among  many  tasks? 

Too  often  if  a  woman  has  an  extra  need,  an  extra  de- 
mand upon  her  purse,  she  begins  to  think  how  to  cut  off 
something  else  in  order  to  meet  this  need.  A  man,  a  suc- 
cessful man,  will  begin  to  plan  ways  of  increasing  his 
earning  power,  enlarging  his  income,  to  meet  the  new 
demand.  He  has  no  thought  that  he  has  reached  his 
limits,  and  must  confine  his  life  to  the  present  mode. 

When  a  woman  enters  the  business  world,  shall  she 
follow  the  path  of  the  man,  make  the  business  her  first  and 
most  important  work,  and  cast  aside  all  the  little  wearying, 
cluttering  things  that  interfere? 

Supposing  we  try,  for  a  few  weeks,  to  guage  our  lives 
by  this  measure:  when  the  hours  seem  too  crowded,  the 
demands  too  many,  and  the  results  not  satisfying,  lets  say, 
"What  would  a  man  do  in  this  situation?"  Then  watch 
the  result.

OBEDIENCE  TO  LAW 

Mr.  Fred  M.  Hunter,  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools 
of  our  city,  sounded  the  keynote  of  the  great  theme  of  crime 
prevention  in  his  address  last  Thursday  evening,  when  he 
stated  that  lawlessness  became  a  habit  in  the  home,  and  that 
the  crime  wave  would  rapidly  disappear  when  parents  re- 
quired obedience  of  their  children. 

He  asked  the  pertinent  question  how  many  fathers  and 
mothers  knew  who  were  their  children's  companions  and 
associates,  and  where  their  boys  and  girls  of  13  and  upward 
were  for  many  hours  at  a  time  when  out  of  school? 

The  duty  of  the  school  was  admitted,  and  the  assertion 
made  that  it  was  well  met,  not  only  in  its  ideal  of  "character 
as  the  chief  goal  education",  but  in  its  practical  working 
toward  that  end.  But  the  school  hours  of  a  child  during  the 
year  are  1300.  Who  is  supervising  it  during  the  other  8700 
hours? 

The  school,  the  church,  the  home,  the  service  clubs,  must 
all  unite  in  the  creation  of  a  spirit  of  obedience  to  law,  and 
thus  through  the  rising  generation  bring  into  active  reality 
the  true  American  spirit,  and  make  our  country  indeed  a 
land  of  justice,  equality,  and  brotherhood.

Newcastle, 
Pennsylvania,  is  bending  its  energies  to  the  support  of  an 
ear,  nose  and  throat  clinic.  One  could  almost  establish  a 
roll  call. 

What  the  awakened  health  consciousness  of  our  business 
women  will  mean  to  the  country  at  large!

DELINQUENCY  OF  WOMEN. 

Katherine  Bement  Davis,  for  years  in  charge  of  the  women 
prisoners  at  Blackwell's  Island,  N.  Y.,  and  now  a  member  of 
the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  and  perhaps  the  best  authority 
on  causes  of  delinquency  of  women  and  means  for  its  preven- 
tion, says  that  one  of  the  greatest  safeguards  for  young 
girls  in  cities  is  to  have  a  sufficient  number  of  police-women. 

But  don't  imagine  for  a  moment  that  the  type  she  refers 
to  is  the  husky,  masculine  type  so  popular  in  certain  of  the 
movies,  able  to  take  a  man  by  the  seat  of  his  pants  and 
throw  him  out  of  the  window.  Not  a  bit  of  it.  The  desired 
police-woman  of  today  is  a  refined,  good-looking,  well-dressed 
woman,  preferably  young,  and  certainly  college  educated, 
with  a  special  training  for  that  work,  and  may  be  only  5  feet 
in  height  and  weigh  a  hundred  pounds  and  still  fill  the  bill, 
if  she  have  the  wisdom  and  understanding.  It's  a  case  of 
being  able  to  meet  the  girls  on  a  plane  of  mutual  good  will 
and  understanding,  and  to  handle  the  male  aggressors  by 
wit  and  cleverness,  rather  than  by  brute  force. 

The  best  departments  of  police-women  are  said  to  be  in 
Washington,  D.  C,  and  Detroit,  where  they  are  entirely  inde- 
pendent of  political  control — a  prime  necessity,  says  Miss 
Davis.  Apropos  of  their  ability,  the  following  story  from 
Washington : 

A  Westerner  arrived  at  a  hotel  in  Washington  one  evening 
and  after  refreshment,  externally  and  internally,  started  out 
to  see  the  sights  before  he  had  to  devote  himself  to  business 
on  the  following  day.  He  consulted  a  bell  boy  at  his  hotel 
for  directions,  and  received  many,  winding  up  with,  "But  be 
careful  how  you  chase  a  good-looking  skirt  on  the  street, 
for  the  town  is  full  of  these  here  police-women,  and  you 
can't  tell  them  by  sight." 

"Why,  don't  they  wear  a  star?" 

"Sure,  but  you  don't  know  where.  Why,  a  man  from 
Denver  was  run  in  last  week  by  one  of  them,  and  he  swore 
her  star  was  on  her  garter!"

SPECIFIC  JOBS 

The  National  Committee  of 
Bureaus  of  Occupations,  which 
is  a  federation  of  the  bureaus 
throughout  the  country  that 
have  been  organized  to  help 
women  trained  in  specialized 
lines  of  endeavor,  is  doing  good 
work  to  lessen  the  congestion  of 
the  higher  types  of  workers  who 
are  not  able  to  get  in  touch  with 
those  who  would  employ  them. 

The  leading  cities  of  the  Unit- 
ed States — New  York,  Boston, 
Chicago,  Denver,  Los  Angeles, 
Minneapolis,  Pasadena,  Phila- 
dalphia,  Pittsburg  and  San  Di- 
ego— each  has  an  agency  which 
advises  women  about  training 
for  work  for  which  they  may  be 
adapted  and  places  them  when- 
ever possible.  These  bureaus 
exchange  information  as  to  can- 
didates available  and  positions 
open,  and  make  a  point  of  im- 
pressing employers  with  the 
value  of  having  employees  who 
are  trained  for  specific  jobs. 

Miss  Florence  Jackson,  dur- 
ing the  last  year  president  of 
the  National  Committee  of  Bu- 
reaus of  Occupations  and  now 
director  of  the  Bureau  of  Voca- 
tional Advice  and  Appointment 
of  the  Women's  Educational  and 
Industrial  Union  of  Boston, 
feels  that  the  demand  for 
trained  workers  is  growing  by 
leaps  and  bounds. 

"During  the  last  year,"  Miss 
Jackson  said  recently,  "we  have 
had  nearly  10,476  callers  at  this 
office  in  regard  to  women  work- 
ers— the  higher  types  of  work- 
ers, not  just  clerks  and  stenog- 
raphers. More  than  1000  wom- 
en came  for  advice  as  to  the 
field  they  should  specialize  in, 
and  570  girls  and  women  were 
placed  in  positions  of  respons- 
ibility and  importance  . 

"A  great  deal  of  my  work  is 
that  of  talking  with  girls  who 
want  to  prepare  themselves  in- 
telligently for  some  job.  They 
don't  always  know  just  what 
they  want  to  do  and  they  don't 
always  know  how  to  go  about 
finding  out.  We  discuss  them, 
their  training  thus  far,  their 
predilections,  and  their  inter- 
ests. Having  found  out  some- 
thing about  a  girl,  I  then  go 
over  the  occupational  field, 
which  varies  at  different  times 
and  in  different  locations,  and 
eventually  she  sees  her  problem 
straightening  out,  gets  an  idea 
of  what  is  open  to  her  and  what 
she  must  do  to  qualify  for  it.

ARE  WE  READY  FOR  OFFICE-HOLDING? 

Whether  we  entered  the  business  world  of  necessity,  for 
economic  reasons,  or  by  preference,  in  the  desire  to  increase 
our  knowledge  and  enlarge  our  sphere  of  activity,  once  hav- 
ing entered  it  we  are  there  to  stay.  For  even  the  few  who 
retire  to  the  quieter  domestic  life,  find  themselves  using  their 
business  training  in  the  management  of  the  home,  and  realize 
that  their  viewpoint  on  all  the  affairs  of  life  has  materially 
changed,  and  that  they  are  better  fitted  to  be  good  citizens, 
of  greater  service  to  the  community,  because  of  their  fuller 
understanding. 

Now,  of  what  does  good  citizenship  consist? 

Not  only  in  obeying  the  laws  one's  self  and  endeavoring 
to  broadcast  that  sentiment  to  others,  but  in  taking  an  inter- 
est in  the  needs  of  the  community,  the  upbuilding  of  your 
city,  the  safeguarding  of  the  youth,  the  opportunities  for 
the  homeseeker,  the  laborer  as  well  as  the  capitalist;  and, 
closely  bound  up  with  all  of  these,  the  government  of  your 
city  and  your  state. 

Shall  we,  as  business  women,  members  of  a  service  club, 
be  content  to  read  the  accounts  in  the  newspapers  of  the 
affairs  so  deeply  concerning  us,  make  our  criticisms,  sit  back 
and  do  no  more? 

But  what  can  we  do,  the  question  is  asked. 

In  the  first  place,  we  can  register;  and  next,  we  can 
vote,  at  ALL  elections. 

In  the  next  place,  we  can  consider  carefully  the  candi- 
dates for  the  various  offices ;  learn  all  we  can  of  their  ability, 
their  honesty,  their  willingness  to  promote  the  interests  of 
the  whole  community  rather  than  of  a  special  few;  and  if 
we  don't  like  any  of  them,  we  can  try  to  create  a  demand 
for  more  representative  candidates,  and  try  to  induce  more 
suitable  people  to  take  office. 

And  as  a  matter  of  course  will  follow  the  taking  of  office 
by  more  women;  not  simply  because  our  sex  is  entitled  to 
greater  recognition,  but  because  more  women  are  becoming 
capable  of  doing  the  work.  Dean  Landes,  of  the  University 
of  Washington,  whose  wife,  Mrs.  Bertha  Knight  Landes,  has 
just  taken  office  as  Mayor  of  Seattle,  says  that  men  are 
becoming  too  busy  to  go  into  politics,  and  women  are  better 
fitted  for  office,  both  temperamentally  and  by  training.  Well, 
let's  hope  that  business  women  will  never  become  too  busy  to 
take  the  proper  interest  in  office  holding,  and  putting  the 
proper  ones  in  office. 

California  is  rather  behind  in  placing  women  in  offices 
of  importance.  We  are  told  that  Montana  is  known  as  the 
state  "where  men  are  men,  and  women  are  Governors". 

Kentucky  has  a  woman  Secretary  of  State;  so  has  New 
Mexico  and  New  York.  Women  are  on  the  Supreme  Court 
of  New  York  and  Ohio. 

The  Business  and  Professional  Women's  Clubs  of  the 
nation  are  doing  much  to  make  women  an  asset  to  the  com- 
munity in  the  business  world.  Let's  make  women  an  asset 
in  the  field  of  government,  also.  And  let's  begin  right  here, 
in  our  own  city,  Oakland.

NATIONAL  CONVENTION  BROADCASTINGS 

Hurrah  for  Missouri!  The  very  first  request  for  hotel 
reservations  next  July  comes  from  the  State  that  wants  "to 
be  shown",  in  a  letter  from  Polly  Matlock,  asking  for  reserva- 
tions for  60.  At  that  rate  a  few  more  hotels  will  need  to  be 
built   in   Oakland  to  accommodate  the   delegations. 

Mrs.  Hanson,  from  the  Medford,  Oregon  club,  was  a  visitor 
at  last  Thursday's  meeting.  She  was  a  member  of  the  club  in 
Portland,  Maine,  last  year,  at  the  time  of  the  convention 
there,  and  has  become  so  filled  -with  the  convention  spirit  that 
she  says  the  Medford  club  hopes  to  come  100  per  cent  strong, 
and  asks,  "What  can  we  do  to  help"?  Doesn't  it  give  you  a 
thrill? 

For  the  benefit  of  those  ■who  did  not  attend  the  business 
meeting  of  the  2d  instant,  I  will  report  the  proceedings  in 
considerable    detail. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Guber,  General  Convention  Chair- 
man, at  the  State  Federation  Convention  at  Hollywood,  Dr. 
Shields  made  a  statement  regarding  the  financing  of  the 
National  Convention.  She  reported  that  considerable  financial 
assistance  had  been  assured  us  from  the  City  Council  and  the 
County  Supervisors,  but  this  would  not  be  available  before 
the  time  of  the  convention;  likewise,  another  source  of  in- 
come, fifty  per  cent  of  the  registration  fees  at  the  convention, 
would  not  be  at  our  disposal  until  then.  In  the  meantime, 
telegrams  are  required  to  be  sent,  much  printing  must  be 
done,  thousands  of  letters  written  with  postage  to  be  paid, 
;  nil   various   other  interim  expenses  to  be  met. 

Letters  were  read  from  President  of  other  States  where 
conventions  had  been  held,  telling  how  they  had  raised  the 
funds.  In  Portland,  Oregon,  the  expenses  were  about  $7000, 
covered  by  a  donation  from  each  club  member  in  the  State  of 
$5;  also  by  donations  of  $1.50  a  member  from  Idaho,  and  of 
$1  a  member  from  the  State  of  Washington.  This,  with  regis- 
tration fees  and  a  small  percentage  on  price  of  meals  at  ban- 
quets,   provided    them    with    necessary    amount. 

In  Portland,  Maine,  the  members  of  the  Portland  club 
assessed  themselves  $3  each;  those  club  in  Maine  outside  of 
Portland,  $2  each;  and  the  New  England  States  outside  of 
Maine  assisted  as  hostesses,   contributing   $1   a  member. 

In  Maine  a  very  handsome  sum  was  realized  by  adver- 
tising in  a  souvenir  program.  The  Oregon  program  was  with- 
out  advertising. 

While  the  National  organization  pays  the  traveling  ex- 
penses of  its  staff,  we,  as  the  hostess  club,  are  expected  to 
provide  at  our  expense  hotel  accommodations  for  the  Presi- 
dent, Executive  Secretary,  Editor  of  Independent  Woman,  and 
National  speakers  for  convention;  also,  rooms  for  headquar- 
ters, and  of  course  auditoriums  for  meetings  of  convention, 
decorations,  etc.  In  Oregon,  decorations  alone  were  $1500; 
special  entertainment,  $1500;  housing,  $1000;  programs,  $400 
(much  of  this  was  donated);  badges  and  standards,  $450;  pub- 
licity,   $700    (this   is    very  low). 

After  making  this  report,  the  question  arose,  How  shall 
we  meet  the  current  expenses  preceding  convention?  Dr. 
Shields  moved  that  the  following,  in  the  way  of  a  voluntary 
subscription,    be   circulated   among   our   members: 

"The  undersigned  hereby  subscribes  to  the  Convention 
Fund  the  sum  of  Five  Dollars  per  member  to  be  paid  by 
November  1,  1926,  or  not  later  than  April  1,  1927.  This  Con- 
vention Fund  to  be  handled  by  the  Chairman  of  Finance  Com- 
mittee, subject  to  the  order  of  the  General  Chairman  with  the 
approval   of   an   advisory    committee." 

Discussion  followed  showing  a  very  decided  leaning  to- 
ward making  it  an  assessment  instead  of  a  voluntary  contri- 
bution. Eloise  Cushing,  Helena  Gamble,  Alice  Burnell,  Bessie 
Wood  Gustason,  and  Bird  M.  Wilson  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
r.  o~epsmerit  voicing-  tjie  opinions  that  the  amount  would  not 
be  a  hardship  upon  any  member  to  pay  between  now  and 
April,  and  was  indeed  a  small  amount  to  pay,  considering  it 
from  either  the  standpoint  of  the  personal  pleasure  derived 
from  the  convention,  or  as  a  contribution  to  "Our  City  Oak- 
land", in  bringing  eight  or  ten  thousand  women  here  from  all 
parts  of  the  Union,  and  showing-  them  this  c'ty  and  adjacent 
region  as  we  can  so  .well  show  it.  That's  boosting,  with  a 
big  "B",  for  each  woman  will  go  back  home  and  report  our 
wonderful    city  to   hundreds    more. 

Mrs.  Gustason  then  moved  an  amendment  to  the  motion, 
that  the  club  members  assess  themselves  $5  each,  to  be  paid 
within  the  time  stated.  It  was  unanimously  and  enthusiastic- 
ally carried,  and  $S0  was  paid  in  at  that  meeting,  Mrs.  Irwin 
offering  the  first  five   dollars. 

Now,  that's  the  way  we're  going  to  go  right  through  with 
this  convention,  unhesitatingly,  and  enthusiastically.  Our 
committees    will    carefully    watch     the     expenditures     that    no

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extravagance  occurs,  but  we 
want  to  make  as  good  a  show- 
ing, certainly,  as  the  other  clubs 
have  done  and  give  our  visitors 
a  welcome  worthy  of  Oakland 
and  California. 

So  send  in  your  contribution, 
girls,  all  or  a  portion  now,  as 
convenient.  The  publicity  work  j 
must  begin  right  away  with  the  i 
clubs  in  other  States,  and  we 
can't  get  credit  from  Uncle 
Sam  for  postage.

RUB  UP  YOUR  BRAIN,  TOO. 

(The  following  sprightly  article  was  sent  to  the  editor  by  Mary 
Campbell  in  a  recent  letter.  It  is  so  apropos  to  business  women  and 
all  women  for  that  matter  that  it  clamors  for  editorial  space. — Ed.) 
(By  Nellie  E.  Gardner.) 

Too  much  thought  can  be  given  to  massaging  the  outside  of 
the  head — the  complexion  and  the  scalp — and  too  little  to 
daily  rubbing  of  the  brain. 

Preserving  one's  youth  and  good  looks  is  a  worthy  ambi- 
tion and  frequently  promotes  business  success.  But  preserv- 
ing the  sprightliness  of  the  mind  is  of  vastly  more  importance 
to  the  business  man  or  woman. 

You  may  not  be  able  to  keep  from  growing  old  in  the  body, 
but  there  is  no  excuse  for  growing  old  in  the  mind. 

Years  take  their  toll  from  music  and  brawn,  but  they  need 
not  stupefy  the  brain. 

As  backs  grow  stiffer  and  legs  and  arms  grow  less  nimble, 
the  brain  cells  may  even  get  more  brisk. 

Mentality — the  divine  spark  that  distinguishes  man  from 
the  clod — does  not  grow  old  and  snuff  out  like  the  autumn 
leaf.  It  is  a  hardy  evergreen,  which  becomes  more  sturdy 
with  the  years. 

The  question  for  each  of  us  to  ask  is:  "What  am  I  doing  to 
cultivate  the  freshness  and  growth  of  my  mind  ?  Am  I  giving 
it  a  fair  chance  to  keep  young?" 

Muscles;  grow  flabby  from  disuse.  Even  rubber  bands  lose 
their  springiness  if  left  to  lie  around  without  work. 

Delicate,  highly  organized  brain  cells  are  subject  to  the 
same  limitations.    They  crave  use. 

To  get  the  most  out  of  one's  brain  one  must  exercise  it  con- 
stantly. Not  the  mere  performance  of  one's  daily  work. 
Thereby  one  merely  holds  his  own.    One  does  not  grow. 

Mental  "daily  dozens" — in  form  of  purposeful  reading  of 
any  sort,  of  mastering  a  new  science  or  an  old  period  of  his- 
tory, of  acquiring  an  additional  language — all  these  are  meth- 
ods within  reach  of  the  intelligent  person. 

For  how  many  of  us  are  these  sources  untouched? 

Does  any  one  need  to  fear  that  he  will  injure  his  thinking 
capacity  by  exercising  it?

Two  men  who  know  a  great  deal  about  scientific  city 
planning  and  who  are  unselfishly  desirous  of  Oakland's 
supreme  success  told  a  representative  group  of  citizens  at 
the  Athens  Athletic  Club  the  other  day  how  the  people  here 
can  make  Oakland  one  of  the  most  beautiful  cities  on  earth.

THE  UNKNOWN  TEACHER 

"I  sing  the  praise  of  the  Unknown  Teacher".  So  said  Dr. 
Van  Dyke  at  the  Sesqui-centennial  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  in  his 
address  on  "Democratic  Aristocracy". 

"As  an  army  and  a  ship  require  officers",  he  said,  "so  a 
republic  needs  leaders  and  commanders,  equipped  with  special 
knowledge  for  their  task,  and  trained  by  the  discipline  of  self- 
mastery  for  wise  exercise  of  power. 

"How  shall  these  leaders  be  found?  Not  by  heredity,  for 
she  is  a  shifty  goddess,  bringing  forth  strange  and  often  mal- 
formed offspring.  Not  by  environment,  the  sanctions  of  class 
and  caste,  for  this  method  mistakes  the  glitter  for  the  gold. 
But  by  the  Free  "Will  of  the  people,  the  fairest  and  the  safest 
way,  preserving  the  great  ideal  of  "Webster  and  Lincoln.

DR.  SHIELD'S  LOG 

Dr.  Shields  has  sent  a  "Log  of  Current  Events"  of  her  voy- 
age,  from  which  we   quote   the   following  interesting  features: 

"After  several  good  days  at  sea  we  arose  early  Friday  morn 
to  see  the  entrance  into  Honolulu  harbor.  I  shall  never  forget 
the  beautiful  sunrise,  the  sun  coming  up  back  of  Diamond 
Head  (a  mountain  with  the  creater  of  na  extinct  volcano),  with 
the  rays  of  light  radiating  upward  like  a  searchlight,  and  the 
golden  glow  upon  the  skies;  and  then  all  of  a  sudden,  the  big 
round  sun  rose  above  the  mountains,  and  in  a  moment  the 
vision  of  loveliness  was  gone. 

"Then  there  was  the  excitement  of  the  Pilot  coming  aboard 
to  guide  us  safely  between  the  coral  reefs  into  the  harbor.  The 
Doctor  from  Quarantine  Station  also  came  aboard  and  counted 
noses  to  be  sure  everyone  was  well  and  on  deck;  and  the  mail- 
boat  came  alongside  to  take  off  the  mail  sacks. 

"After  inspection  we  went  down  to  the  dining  room  and  had 
breakfast,  and  up  on  deck  again  to  listen  to  the  Hawaiian  Bank 
playing  Aloha  Oe  as  the  steamer  entered  the  dock.  It  is  an  old- 
time  custom  to  meet  the  steamers  and  play  the  Hawaiian  air. 

"We  did  not  realize  that  the  'Business  Women'  were  waiting 
out  on  the  pier,  so  we  were  a  little  slow  in  getting  in  touch 
with  them,  but  a  lady  finally  came  up  and  asked  Are  you  Dr. 
Shields?',  and  then  said  "The  business  women  are  waiting  for 
you  out  there.'  The  Customs  official  looked  at  me,  and  asked, 
"What  have  you  in  that  box?"  I  started  to  reply,  "A  California 
Bear",  but  never  finished  the  sentence,  as  he  put  a  chalk  mark 
on  the  box  and  our  inspection  in  an  American  port  was  over. 

"Already  we  had  talked  to  Miss  L.  Edith  Perkins,  Miss 
Mayme  Nelson  and  Miss  Elizabeth  Dutot,  members  of  the  B.  P. 
W.  C.  of  Honolulu,  over  the  gate,  and  they  had  placed  beautiful 
leis  (Farlands  of  live  flowers)  about  our  necks,  another  Hawai- 
ian custom,  symbolic  of  friendship  or  cordial  welcome.  Miss 
Dutot  had  her  auto  at  the  dock,  and  we  were  soon  seeing  the 
sights  of  Honolulu.  Stopping  at  the  Star-Bulletin  office,  a 
photographer  took  a  snapshot  of  us.  The  ladies  wanted  it  for 
publicity. 

"I  sat  with  Miss  Dutot  on  the  front  seat,  and  she  was  the 
first  to  discover  that  she  had  nursed  for  me  on  her  last  case 
in  Alameda  several  years  ago,  before  going  to  Honolulu  to  take 
charge  of  the  MacDonald  Hotel.  Then  our  tongues  began  to 
wag.  It  was  at  the  MacDonald  Hotel  that  Dr.  Alice  Bush  stop- 
ped when  she  was  in  Honolulu.  A  large  world,  and  yet  how 
small !

VIOLET   RAYS    TO    COMBAT 
RICKETS 

Lack  of  radiant  energy,  which 
is  released  by  the  invisible 
violet-ray,  is  the  most  important 
contributing  cause  of  rickets  in 
children,  according  to  Dr.  Lan- 
gley  Porter,  clinical  professor  of 
pediatrics  at  the  University  of 
California. 

Dr.  Porter,  in  a  statement 
made  public  today  at  the  uni- 
versity, declares  that  a  sufficient 
supply  of  this  radiant  energy 
must  be  obtained  either  through 
foods  or  directly  from  the  sun  to 
prevent  development  of  rickets. 
Artificial  sunlight  or  mechani- 
cally made  violet-rays  should 
not  be  used,  however,  Dr.  Porter 
warns,  except  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a  competent  registered 
physician  as  serious  burns  may 
result. 

Discussing  methods  of  obtain- 
ing this  radiant  energy,  Dr. 
Porter  said  certain  foodstuffs 
notably  the  fats  and  green-leaf 
vegetables,  contain  the  energy 
in  statics  form. 

"After  digestion,  the  body  has 
the  power  to  transform  this  sta- 
tic energy  to  dynamic  in  a  form 
that  acts  on  the  chemical  ele- 
ments of  the  body  in  such  a  way 
that  they  increase  their  speed 
and  vigor,"  he  explained. 

The  violet-ray  energy  is 
stored  in  the  forms  called  vita- 
mins, Dr.  Porter  said.  He  listed 
as  particularly  rich  in  vitamins, 
cod  liver  oil,  fats  of  milk  from 
properly  fed  cattle  and  green- 
leaf  vegetables. 

Clouds  Stop  Rays 
The  winter  season  and  sub- 
stances suspended  in  the  atmo- 
sphere, such  as  fog  clouds, 
smoke  and  rain,  may  prevent 
the  violet-rays  from  reaching 
the  body.  Window  glass  and 
the  usual  clothing,  he  declared, 
were  further  hindrances.

The  National  Broad- 
casting Company  is  in  the  posi- 
tion of  a  wholesaler  supplying

filiated stations.  From  it  the 
stations  in  the  hook-up  can  draw 
programs  that  would  be  impos- 
sible to  any  one  of  them  indivi- 
dually.

DR.  SHIELD'S  LOG 

"Miss  Dutot  is  chairman  of  entertainment  for  the  conven- 
tion. While  she  was  entertaining  me,  Miss  Perkins  was  a 
charming  hostess  to  my  daughter.  She  is  chairman  of  publi- 
city, and  a  real  live  one,  and  is  anxious  to  have  a  post-conven- 
tion side  trip  to  Honolulu,  and  is  asking  the  co-operation  of 
the  General  Chairman,  and  the  Publicity  and  Transportation 
Committees  of  Oakland  Club.  You  have  doubtless  received  a  copy 
of  the  letter  they  are  sending  to  the  800  clubs  in  U.  S.  A.,  and 
also  Mr.  Sellander  of  the  Matson  Navigation  line,  is  sending 
out  a  lot  of  literature  concerning  the  trip  to  Hawaiian  Islands. 
Miss  Dutot  told  me  that  Miss  Perkins  was  the  first  office 
woman  employed  by  the  Cook  &  Castle  Co.  20  years  ago.  Now 
she  is  private  secretary  to  the  manager,  and  has  twenty  women 
under  her.  This  company  has  many  interests,  the  Matson  Navi- 
gation Co.  being  only  one.  This  company  is  now  building  the 
largest  passenger  vessel  to  cost  seven  million,  and  the  passenger 
list  is  already  booked  for  its  first  trip,  coming  from  New  York 
thro  the  Canal  to  San  Francisco,  and  then  to  the  Islands.  They 
are  also  building  a  four  million  dollar  hotel  at  Waikiki  Beach. 

"Miss  Perkins  attended  the  Portland,  Maine,  convention, 
and  it  was  her  report  and  her  enthusiasm  that  sold  the  idea 
of  $2  dues  to  the  National  to  the  Honolulu  members. 

"Among  the  points  of  interest  seen  on  that  morning  ride 
were  the  Central  Union  Church,  built  by  Rev.  Albert  Palmer;

The  Golf  Club,  where  a  green  creeper  runs  over  the 
ceiling  of  the  porches;  many  attractive  school  buildings;  the 
Government  barracks,  municipal  buildings  and  private  houses, 
and  the  beautiful  Pali  Drive.  Pali  means  precipice.  This  Drive 
is  a  great  engineering  feat.  You  climb  by  auto  to  a  height 
of  1000  feet,  and  around  each  curve  a  new  vista  of  beauty  is 
before  you.  A  stone  wall  is  built  along  the  edge.  At  the  top 
you  get  out  of  the  car  and  look  over  the  precipice  a  drop  of 
many  hundreds  of  feet.  There  is  a  tablet  there  telling  how 
Kamehamehama  came  and  forced  Chief  Kalani  and  his  forces 
over  the  precipice.  From  this  height  one  can  look  out  over  a 
magnificent  vista  comprising  the  north  end  of  Oahu  with  its 
beautiful  foliage  and  shore  line.  The  winding  road  that  leads 
to  the  top  of  the  divide  or  Pali  goes  alongside  of  dashing  cas- 
cades and  through  a  fern-clad  valley. 

"We  descended  the  mountain  on  the  other  side,  where  we 
had  a  beautiful  view  of  Kaihea  Beach.  Miss  Dutot  has  a  little 
summer  cottage  near  this  beach,  and  she  calls  it  Maniloa,  mean- 
ing an  expansive  or  big  view.  She  has  a  large  living  room 
screened  in  with  canvas  curtains  which  can  be  lowered  to  pro- 
tect one  from  showers.  She  entertained  50  of  the  B.  P.  W.  C. 
there  one  evening.  This  portion  of  the  beach  has  been  divided 
into  lots  recently.  They  buy  lots  by  the  square  foot.  She 
pointed  out  bare  lots  75  by  150  selling  for  $6000.

CARQUINEZ  BRIGDE 

A  WONDER 

A  bell  that  resembles  the 
Liberty  Bell  and  weighs  three 
thousand  pounds,  it  is  reported, 
will  be  hung  beneath  the  Car- 
quinez  bridge  to  warn  approach- 
ing vessels  in  foggy  weather  of 
the  location  of  the  bridge's 
lofty  central  tower.  This  tower, 
now  80  per  cent  completed,  will 
rise  to  the  imposing  height  of 
325  feet  above  mean  high  water 
level  and  will  have  two  sister 
towers  of  equal  height. 

Nearly  all  the  structural  steel 
of  this  great  bridge  to  be  com- 
pleted next  year  is  said  to  be 
assembled  on  the  shores  of  the 
straits.  Two  huge  spans  are 
being  made  ready  to  float  into 
place,  which  it  is  claimed  will 
be  the  biggest  job  of  its  kind 
ever  attempted  on  the  Pacific 
Coast. 

The  total  length  of  the  bridge 
will  be  4,482  feet,  with  two 
spans  of  1,100  feet  each.  The 
center  piers  rest  on  sandstone 
[132  feet  below  low  water  level 
and  the  bridge  will  have  a  clear- 
ance for  shins  of  135  feet  above 
mean  high  water.  The  bridge 
is  being  built  entirely  of  con- 
crete and  steel  and  contains 
14,000  tons  of  steel. 

It  is  evident  that  the  Carqui- 
nez  straits  bridge  will  be  one  of 
the  bridge  wonders  of  the  world 
and  that  it  will  carry  when  fi- 
nished a  tremendous  traffic  load 
along  its  thirty-foot  roadway 
flanked  by  sidewalks.

peated through  the  generations 
will  clothe  society  with  a  mantle 
of  protection,  producing  a  race 
consciousness  of  this  new  peril 
of  environment  leading  ulti- 
mately to  immunity."

704  BUILDING 

PERMITS  ISSUED 

IN  JANUARY 

With  single-family  dwelling 
permits  totaling  $650,000  Oak- 
land building  for  the  month  of 
January,  according  to  applica- 
tions filed  with  the  building  de- 
partment, amounted  to  $2,052,- 
475. 

There  were  704  permits  is- 
sued. One  hundred  and  ninety- 
four  were  for  single-family 
dwellings. 

The  largest  single  permit  was 
granted  for  a  twelve-story  office 
building  at  Fifteenth  and  Frank- 
lin streets  to  cost  $380,000.  In 
the  last  week  of  the  month  157 
nei'mits  were  issued.  These  to-

29,335  PUPILS  ATTEND 

GRADE  SCHOOLS  HERE 

Sacramento. — Of  the  4127  ele- 
mentary schools  in  California, 
63.5  per  cent  have  three  teach- 
ers or  less,  according  to  statis- 
tics compiled  in  the  office  of 
Will  C.  Wood,  state  superintend- 
ent of  public  instruction.  Forty- 
three  and  a  half  per  cent  have 
only  one  teacher. 

While  the  schools  employing 
two  teachers  or  less  are  large  in 
number  as  compared  with  the 
larger  schools,  it  is  estimated  by 
Wood  that  these  districts  enroll 
only  about  5  per  cent  of  all  the 
elementary  pupils.  The  largest 
elementary  enrollment  is  in  Los 
Angeles,  which  has  123,311  pu- 
pils. San  Francisco  is  second 
with  45,745.  Oakland  has  29,335 
pupils  attending  the  elementary 
schools.  Berkeley  7533  and  Ala- 
meda 3878. 

There  are  130  school  districts 
in  the  state,  according  to  Wood, 
in  which  the  enrollment  is  less 
than  six  pupils,  the  minimum 
set  by  law  for  a  district.

"JOHNS"  BOOKWINS 

FAVOR  WITH  YOUTHS 

"Johns,"  who  have  made  his- 
tory, figure  in  a  brave  tale  of 
men  who  have  risen,  for  good  or 
bad,  out  of  the  mass  of  human- 
kind, in  "The  Story  of  the 
Johns,"  one  of  the  most  original 
books  for  boys  issued  in  late 
years,  according  to  Miss  Anita 
Morgan,  librarian  for  young  peo- 
ple at  the  Oakland  public  lib- 
rary. 

Stories  of  soldiers  and  schol- 
ars, of  prophets  and  of  popes, 
are  here  combined  by  the  chance 
fate  of  a  name.  John  the  Bap- 
tist, prophet  of  Israel,  wicked 
King  John  who  burned  out  the 
eyes  of  his  young  nephew,  Don 
John  of  Austria  who  drove  the 
Moors  out  of  Spain,  John  the 
Fearless,  duke  of  Burgundy, 
who  won  his  name  from  the  Sul- 
tan whose  prisoner  he  was — all 
these  and  a  score  of  others  play 
their  short  parts  on  this  boys' 
stage  set  by  Thomas  Humphrey. 
Special  Boys'  Corner 

"So  many  boys  come  to  this 
room  to  read,"  Miss  Morgan 
states,  "that  we  have  recently 
put  in  a  special  section  for  them. 
A  circle  at  one  side  of  the  big 
fireplace  is  reserved  for  boys, 
and  in  the  shelves  that  line  this 
part  of  the  room  is  a  rich  store 
of  all  the  boy-classics  of  litera- 
ture. On  cold  days  the  young 
readers  come  by  the  dozen  to 
the  genial  warmth  of  their 
corner." 

Huckleberry  Finn  and  the 
schoolboy,  Tom  Brown,  are  still 
favorites,  as  of  old,  the  librarian 
says,  but  new  books  are  contin- 
ually being  sought  out  and  added 
to  these  shelves,  some  of  which 
achieve  great  popularity.  Most 
of  the  boys  prefer  fiction,  espe. 
c'ally  historical  fiction,  but  many 
of  the  older  ones  cultivate  a 
strong  taste  for  travel  books 
and  biographies  of  men  like 
Roosevelt  and  Daniel  Boone^  ac- 
cording to  Miss  Morgan. 


Age  10  to  15 

"From  ten  to  fifteen  years  is 
the  great  reading  age  for  boys," 
she  declares.  "It  is  our  intention 
to  give  them  wholesome,  well- 
written  books  and  lay  a  founda- 
tion for  a  taste  for  good  litera- 
ture. The  well-read  man  is  the 
one  who  learned  that  taste  early 
in  life,  and  the  hours  spent  in 
the  sunny  corner  of  the  boys' 
reading  section  are  anything  but 
wasted  ones." 

Among  the  most  popular  new 
books  for  boys  are  "The  Boy 
Electrician,"  by  Greenwood; 
"Radio  for  Boys,"  by  Hammer- 
smith; "The  Clutch  of  the  Cor- 
skan,"  by  Bill,  and  "the  Red 
Diamond,"  by  Scoville.

ATTENTION,   BOOK   LOVERS 

According  to  the  "Business 
Woman"  of  the  San  Francisco 
B.  P.  W.  C.  there  will  be  a  uni- 
que book  fair  in  the  room  of  the 
Dons,  Mark  Hopkins  Hotel,  from 
March  1st  to  6th  inclusive.  The 
book  fair  is  sponsored  by  the 
San  Francisco  Branch,  League 
of  American  Pen  Women.  In 
addition  to  the  book  display 
which  will  include  rare  books 
from  the  John  Henry  Nash  col- 
lection and  priceless  relics  of 
early  California  days  from  the 
Bancroft  Library  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  California,  then  will  be  a 
graphic  display  showing  the 
finest  printing  craftsmenship. 
The  graphic  display  will  also  in- 
clude an  architectural  exhibit  of 
the  new  tendency  in  building. 

There  will  be  Chinese  scrolls, 
wood  block  prints  from  the 
Japanese  and  some  quaint  old 
Persian  manuscripts. 

In  the  dining  room  of  the 
Mark  Hopkins  hotel  is  a  large 
wall  painting  by  Associate  Pro- 
fessor Ray  Boynton  of  the  art 
department  of  the  University  of 
California.  This  painting  was 
done  by  the  "encaustic"  method 
originated  by  the  Greeks  over 
2,000  years  ago. 

The  "encaustic"  method  is 
particularly  well  adapted  to  wall 
painting,  according  to  Professor 
Boynton  because  of  its  lasting 
qualities.  The  painting  is  ap- 
plied on  top  of  a  coat  of  gum 
which  protects  it  from  dampness 
and  forms  a  perfect  union  with 
the  wall  itself,  and  then  the 
colors  are  melted  and  burned  in 
with  a  blow  torch.

DR.  SHIELDS  IN  JAPAN. 

"We  spent  9  days  of  intensive  sight-seeing  in  Japan,  and 
it  was  our  good  fortune  to  have  a  Japanese  lady  who 
speaks  English  to  accompany  us.  She  traces  her  ancestors 
back  500  years  to  one  of  the  great  Tokugawa.  It  makes 
one  feel  very  small. 

Japan  in  mourning  for  the  Emperor  is  quite  different 
from  its  usual  gayety.  The  flag  is  draped  with  black  crepe 
everywhere,  and  no  New  Year's  decorations  seen. 

A  trip  to  the  Shinto  Shrines  at  Nikko  was  delightful. 
And  the  second  largest  Buddha  image  was  very  interesting. 
The  building  covering  it  was  carried  away  by  a  tidal  wave 
at  one  time,  and  again  destroyed  at  the  great  earthquake, 
but  the  image  stood,  only  settling  back  one  foot. 

We  visited  the  shrine  to  the  Goddess  of  the  Mermaids 
at  Enoshima,  an  island,  and  the  legend  is  like  this:  The 
fishermen  were  having  sickness  and  ill  luck,  and  claimed 
the  mermaids  were  responsible.  So  this  temple  was  built 
to  appease  them,  and  once  a  year  the  young  fishermen  and 
the  beautiful  young  maidens  in  special  costmes.  with  music 
and  flowers,  proceed  to  the  shrine,  with  priests,  and  pray; 
and  the  altar  of  the  mermaids  is  carried  on  the  shoulders 
of  the  young  men,  they  swimming  with  it  to  another  shore, 
where  it  is  placed  in  a  shrine  for  one  hour,  and  then  taken 
back.  Since  observing  this  annual  ceremony  the  fishermen 
have    prospered. 

Japan  is  artistic  to  the  maximum,  even  the  rice  fields; 
and  the  oxen  are  decorated  with  bright  colors;  politeness 
and  etiquette  to  the  point  of  being  irksome  is  observed. 

To-morrow  we  leave  for  Shanghai.  Best  wishes  to  club 
members."

AMERICA   NOT  A   MELTING 
POT 

Disrupting  the  theory  that 
America  is  a  "melting  pot"  as 
regards  race  production,  Pro- 
fessor Samuel  J.  Holmes,  Uni- 
versity of  California  zoologist, 
has  found  that  the  foreign-born 
seek  mates  among  their  own 
people — in   California    at    least. 

In  a  research,  based  upon 
families  which  send  their  off- 
spring to  the  university,  Pro- 
fessor Holmes  has  found,  he 
says,  that  the  racial  fusion  idea 
is  not  borne  out,  and  is  the  ex- 
ception rather  than  the  rule  in 
this  State. 

A  summary  of  the  scientist's 
report  is  as  follows: 

1.  American-born  men  of 
British,  German,  French,  Swed- 
ish, Danish  or  Dutch  ancestry 
marry  foreign-born  women  of 
the  same  or  a  closely  related 
race. 

2.  Women  of  foreign  birth 
marry  American  men  whose  an- 
cestry can  be  traced  back  to  the 
same  source  as  their  own. 

3.  Relatively  few  students 
come  from  marriages  between 
Southern  European  and  native 
born  persons. 

4.  Many  Irish  fathers  of  uni- 
versity students  picked  as  wives 
women  of  English  extraction. 

In  compiling  the  tables  of  his 
report,  Professor  Holmes  close- 
ly studied  more  than  1000  Cali- 
fornia families,  including  thirty- 
fiVe  nationalities  or  mixtures  of 
nationalities.

HAREM  RESCUES  AT  $5  PER  GIRL 

According  to  information  received  recently  by  Chief  Jus- 
tice Wm.  H.  Waste,  state  chairman  for  Near  East  Relief, 
Aleppo,  which  is  about  250  miles  north  of  Jerusalem  and  just 
over  the  desert  border  from  Turkey,  is  the  center  of  adven- 
turous activities  by  which  2,000  Christian  girls  have  been 
rescued  from  Moslem  harems  at  a  cost  of  $5  each. 

After  the  armistice,  the  League  of  Nations  was  given 
guardianship  over  Christian  girls  who  had  been  made  cap- 
tives in  Turkish  and  Arab  harems.  For  a  time  the  work  was 
carried  on  briskly  from  the  league  offices  in  Constantinople, 
but  then  the  appropriation  gave  out  and  the  work  languished. 
During  the  past  year  it  has  been  carried  on  by  British  and 
American  volunteer  workers  in  Aleppo,  who  have  offered  $5 
a  head  for  girls  rescued  from  harems.  The  work  has  the 
support  and  approval  of  the  British  Society  of  Friends  of 
Armenia  and  the  American  Near  East  Relief,  and  is  endorsed 
by  the  British  and  French  governments.  So  important  has 
the  enterprise  become  that  Miss  Karen  Jeppe,  League  of 
Nations  commissioner  in  Aleppo,  recently  traveled  from  Syria 
to  Switzerland  to  report  its  details  to  the  League  Council  in 
Geneva.

Dear.  Miss  Potter: 

Six  weeks  have  rolled  by  most  pleasantly.  Each  port  is  a 
combination  of  fairy  land  and  squalor.  Japan  charmed  us. 
We  were  there  eleven  days  and  only  one  day  was  rainy.  That 
was  the  day  we  went  to  Nara.  In  one  of  the  temples  in  Nara 
is  the  largest  bronze  cast  image  of  Buddha  or  Daibutsu  as 
they  call  it.  It  is  covered  by  the  largest  wooden  building  in 
the  world  and  even  so  the  present  building  has  been  reduced 
to  60%  of  its  original  size.  The  building  has  been  destroyed 
previously  once  or  twice  by  fire  and  at  one  time  Daibutsu 
stood  exposed  to  the  elements  for  100  years  before  a  new 
building  was  built  to  cover  him.  The  head  was  so  damaged 
that  a  new  one  had  to  be  recast  of  bronze  and  it  is  much 
darker  in  color  than  the  rest  of  the  statue.  He  sits  on  a  huge 
bronze  lotus  flower  on  a  high  base  covered  with  gold  leaf  and 
carved  scenes,  depicting  life  in  fantastic  forms.  I  do  not 
have  my  list  of  dimensions  but  it  is  enormous.  Besides  there 
are  smaller  images  of  Buddha  on  each  side  which  must  be  40 
or  50  feet  high.  We  were  told  that  the  nostrils  in  the  Dai- 
butsu were  large  enough  to  permit  a  man  to  crawl  through 
them.  There  are  bronze  vases  containing  bronze  water  lilies 
at  each  side.  The  width  of  a  lily  leaf  looks  about  one  foot  but 
by  actual  measurement  it  is  three  feet  and  these  are  at  the 
foot  of  Buddha. 

There  are  large  wooden  pillars  within  the  building  and 
through  one  is  cut  a  square  opening.  If  you  can  crawl  through 
this  opening  you  will  go  to  heaven.  We  were  told  the  Prince 
of  Wales  accomplished  the  feat.  I  discounted  the  statement 
but  we  were  most  seriously  assured  he  did  it.

New  York  Feb.  15. — Miss 
America  has  found  her  place  in 
the  financial  sun. 

Women  today  cash  more  divi- 
dend checks  of  the  billion  dollar 
American  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Co.  than  do  men  while  an 
army  of  housewives,  stenog- 
raphers, women  dependents  and 
workers  forms  half  of  the  num- 
ber of  shareholders  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania railroad. 

Millions  of  dollars  are  being 
invested  annually  in  railroads 
and  industrial  corporations 
More  than  a  hundred  million 
dollars  worth  of  bonds  was 
taken  over  by  women  investors 
in  the  big  January  investment 
demand,  bond  houses  estimate 
while  the  purchase  of  stock  is 
said  to  exceed  that  figure. 

Middle  class  women — mainly 
housewives,  who  from  their  tidy 
savings  from  the  household  bud- 
get build  up  a  second  family 
income  by  stock  purchases — 
form  the  vast  bulk  of  women 
security  purchasers.  The  divi- 
dend check  from  the  electric 
light  company  is  often  used  to 
pay  the  light  bill. 


Analysis  of  investors  in  a  re-; 
cent  offering  of  stock  in  a  large  j 
public  utility  showed  dressmak- 
ers, beauty  culturists,  nurses,! 
laundry  workers  and  housekeep-  \ 
ers  among  the  purchasers,  with  i 
the  housekeepers  leading  all  the 
men  and  women  in  the  number 
of  subscriptions. 

Half  of  the  Pennsylvania  rail- 
road's $500,000,000  in  stock 
stands  in  the  names  of  women, 
many  of  whom  are  widows.  In 
1916  there  were  90,388  share- 
holders, of  whom  44,936  were; 
women.  The  books  of  the  com- 
pany now  show  that  out  of  a  to- 1 
tal  of  141.202  shareholders  there 
are  70,391  women  owning  49.65 
per  cent  of  the  stock. 

The  Standard  Oil  Company  of 
New  Jersey  has  44,653  stock- 
holders, of  whom  12,473  arei 
women. 

The  American  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  has  far 
more  women  stockholders  than 
men.  Of  a  total  of  399,121 
shareholders,  218,852  certificates 
stand  in  the  names  of  women. 
Many  telephone  operators  are 
among  them.

In  one  temple  they  attempted  to  raise  the  huge  pillars  and 
nothing  was  strong  enough  to  hold  them.  Then  the  women 
were  called  upon  to  donate  their  hair  to  make  cables.  Thou- 
sands of  women  shaved  their  heads.  We  saw  these  hair 
cables  the  size  of  my  arm  which  were  strong  enough  to 
raise  the  heavy  timbers  used  in  the  construction  of  the 
temple.  I  noticed  that  there  was  red  hair  as  well  as  black. 
Upon  inquiry  I  found  that  people  in  certain  parts  of  Japan 
do  have  red  hair,  also  that  they  dye  their  hair.  It  is  con- 
sidered a  mark  of  disrespect  or  rather  lack  of  etiquette  for 
a  Japanese  woman  to  allow  a  man  to  see  her  hair  gray. 
The  many  types  of  hair  dress  are  beyond  description.  The 
unmarried  women  have  styles  of  hair  dress  and  the  mar- 
ried another.  I  noted,  however,  that  the  Japanese  in  the 
cities  have  a  simple  type  of  hair  dress  and  very  few  of 
them  have  bobbed  hair. 

Nara  is  also  noted  for  the  sacred  deer  which  go  about 
as  they  will  and  eat  cookies  from  your  hand,  or  even  stick 
their  noses  in  your  pocket  searching  for  something  to  eat. 
There  is  a  story  about  a  little  boy  monk  who  killed  a  sacred 
deer  and  when  it  was  found  out,  he  was  killed  and  buried 
in  the  same  pit  with  the  deer.  Later  his  mother  planted  a 
maple  tree  on  his  grave.  You  often  see  paintings  of  the 
sacred  deer  and  there  will  also  be  a  maple  tree  in  the  pic- 
ture, too.  There  are  over  3000  deer  there  that  go  into  a 
yard  provided  for  their  use  at  night  when  the  keeper  calls 
them.  It  is  customary  to  give  presents  to  the  temples  and 
shrines  and  in  Nara,  I  never  saw  so  many  stone  toros  in 
double  rows  on  each  of  the  walk  leading  to  the  temple. 
You  have  doubtless  seen  pictures  of  them.  They  are  like  a 
stone  lantern  mounted  on  a  stone  pedestal,  with  a  stone 
base  and  varying  in  height  from  4  to  8  feet.  Originally 
they  burned  candles  in  them  to  light  the  spirit  of  the  de- 
parted on  its  way.  They  also  have  real  lanterns  too,  hung 
around  the  porches  of  these  temples.  I  would  have  liked 
just  one  of  each  for  a  summer  garden.  We  watched  a  fan- 
tastic religious  dance  by  some  young  girls.  Miss  Alice 
Zwillinger  would  have  appreciated  that.  After  a  girl 
matures,  she  is  considered  unclean  and  can  not  perform  the 
ceremonial  dance.

In  Japan  all  trades  and  professions  are  handed  down 
from  one  generation  to  another.  If  a  family  does  not  have 
heirs  fitted  to  continue  the  trade,  they  adopt  those  who 
show  ability.  In  the  village,  back  of  Nara,  beyond  the 
mountain,  dwell  the  blacksmiths  or  those  who  work  in  steel. 
Now  there  are  only  three  families  left.  They  make  the 
royal  swords  and  cutlery.  We  visited  their  shop  in  Nara. 
My  but  their  knives    and   scissors  were   sharp. 

We  saw  a  sacred  pony.  He  is  supposed  to  allow  the 
spirits  to  ride  where  they  desire. 

In  Manila  we  saw  the  first  and  only  bamboo  pipe  organ 
in  the  world.  The  story  is  that  a  young  man  entered  the 
priesthood  at  the  insistence  of  his  parents.  He  had  wanted 
to  be  a  musician  and  after  coming  to  this  lonely  island,  he 
hungered  so  for  music,  he  searched  for  material  to  build 
an  instrument,  "The  Bamboo  Organ"  in  Las  Pinas  Church, 
Ritzal  Province,  P.  I.  Father  Diego  Cera,  a  member  of  the 
Agustino  Recoletos  Friars  began  the  construction  of  the 
organ  in  1818.  The  bamboos  were  covered  for  six  months 
with  sand  from  the  beach  to  preserve  them  from  the  attacks 
of  grubs.  The  work  was  only  finished  in  1822.  Twice  the 
organ  was  badly  damaged,  in  1862  by  an  earthquake,  and 
in  1882  by  the  rains  as  the  church's  roof  was  blown,  up. 
They  repaired  it  partly.  From  1888  to  1917  it  wasn't 
played  any  more.  In  1917  Father  Faniel,  a  Belgian  mis- 
sionary, undertook  the  repair  of  the  organ  with  the  help 
of  the  Las  Pinas  people.  This  bamboo  organ  is  the  only 
one  of  its  kind  in  the  whole  world.  We  climbed  a  crude 
stairway  to  the  loft  to  see  it.  Some  boys  worked  the  bel- 
lows and  the  father  played  a  sacred  chant.  Despite  the 
poor  condition  of  the  organ,  some  tones  were  good.  It  was 
a  pathetic  cry  to  the  departed  soul  of  a  priest  who  loved 
music.  I  am  bringing  a  postal  card  picture  of  it  home. 
We  are  nearing  Penang.  The  wooded  islands  are  to  the 
right  of  us.  Me  for  the  view.

CONSERVATION 

Part  of  the  address  of 
Hubert  Work,  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  before  the  Oakland 
Forum,  March  24th,  1927. 

You  may  think  it  strange 
that  I  should  choose  to  talk  to 
women  on  conservation,  the 
broadest  of  all  subjects,  but 
conservation  is  the  prerequisite 
of  everything  that  is  to  be 
preserved   or  perpetuated. 

The  Department  of  Govern 
ment  with  which  I  am  con- 
nected is  charged  with  the  con- 
servation of  our  natural  re- 
sources and  the  definition  of 
conservation  we  have  adopted 
and  work  under,  is  intelligent 
use. 

Although  you  are  interested 
in  these  questions,  you  will  be 
more  interested  in  that  price- 
less natural  resource,  the 
Nation's  human  element  which 
however,  only  lies  within  my 
official  province  so  far  as  it 
affects  the  American  Indian 
and  native  Alaskans.  Con- 
servation of  the  Nation's  hu- 
man resources  has  not  received 
the  public  attention  it  should 
unless  found  to  be  defective 
derelict  or  diseased.     But  nor- 


mal woman,  in  health,  has  re- 
ceived scant  consideration 
doubtless  because  of  her  com- 
petence and  the  fact  that  she 
has  been  more  helpful  than  de- 
pendent since  the  beginning  of 
time.  Women  are  instinctive 
conservationists  through  unre- 
mitting and  often  unrequitted 
service,  but  the  exhaustion  of 
her  energies  is  a  subject  well' 
worth  the  study  of  her  sisters 
organized  into  clubs  and  asso- 
ciations. 

Service  is  an  intangible  thing 
It  is  of  the  spirit,  though  its 
accomplishments  are  of  the 
body;  and  on  whether  or  not  a 
woman's  courage  is  broken,  de- 
pends her  joy  of  living  and  thf 
happiness  of  her  household 
Women  are  the  conservationists 
of  the  race,  the  natural  moth- 
ers of  physical  men  and  the 
foster  mother  of  his  spirit. 

As  the  physical  attractions 
of  our  mothers  wear  from  ser-j 
vice,  Time's  artist,  with  invisi- 
ble hand,  traces  in  her  bearing 
the  emotions  of  her  life.  As 
the  girl  is  merged  into  the  j 
mother,  afterward  growing  ma- 
tronly, then  serenely  fades  into, 
the  grandmother,  the  tracings

of  her  heart  are   sketched  into 
her     face,     until     finally,     she 
seems  as  a  confession  of  faith 
to  her  loved  ones. 

Man's  moral  obligation  and 
first  duty  to  her  is  the  single 
standard  and  even  justice.  On 
his  recognition  of  these  we 
must  rely  for  the  integrity  of 
the  home  unit  and  a  social  or- 
der that  will  insure  a  stabilized 
self-perpetuating  civilization  of 
highest   order. 

The  mode  of  dress  women 
have  adopted,  unless  extreme 
has  been  urged  by  physicians 
for  a  generation.  The  open 
neck,  the  loose  waist,  and  short 
skirt  contribute  to  health, 
though  they  may  have  de- 
pressed the  price  of  cotton. 
Women  no  longer  look  old  at 
fifty,  and  after  fifty  we  are  all 
of  an  age.  Men  drop  dead  at 
their  desks  or  on  the  golf 
course;  few  are  first  anesthe- 
tized by  age.  Certainly,  as  a 
people,  we  are  cultivating  and 
conserving  the  spirit  of  youth- 
fulness. 

The  hope  and  assurance  of 
these  United  States  lies  in  the 
activity  and  resourcefulness  nf 
its   human   resources. 

There  are  more  than  six  mil- 
lion farmers'  wives  in  the 
United  States.  Early  recollec- 
tions of  my  farm  mother  are 
that  she  was  always  tired. 
When  I  remember  that  she  pre- 
pared three  meals  each  day  for 
farm  hands  and  a  large  family 
of  growing  children,  kept  their 
clothes  and  her  house  in  order 
baked  bread  and  churned  but- 
ter, carried  the  anxieties  of 
motherhood  in  sickness  and  in 
health,  I  am  lost  in  wonder  at 
her   patience    and    endurance. 

Since  the  mother  is  the  es- 
sential of  any  home,  it  should 
be  to  her  conservation  and  in- 
spiration, particularly  on  the 
farms,  that  women's  clubs  in 
the  cities  should  address  them- 
selves. You  may  wonder  why 
I  talk  to  city  women  about  ru- 
ral wives,  but  I  believe  that 
those  who  live  in  cities  should 
realize  that  the  automobile  has 
merged  each  town  with  the 
next.  The  flat  dwelling,  rather 
than  the  modern  American 
home  is  now  found  in  the  cit- 
ies. The  country  home  must  be 
fostered,  for  form  it  must  con- 
tinue to  come  the  men  who  will 


do  the  thinking   for  this    great 
Nation. 

If  our  social  fabric  is  to  be 
renewed,  it  must  be  woven  in 
the  home,  including  the  farm 
homes  of  the  United  States 
where  there  are  7,700,000  chil- 
dren under  ten  years  of  age. 

I  would  make  a  plea  to  city 
women  for  the  six  millons  of 
women  on  farms;  That  their 
load  may  be  lightened;  their 
hours  shortened;  recreation 
made  possible  and  their  minds 
rested.  That  they  be  helped  to 
maintain  their  places  as  char- 
aecter  builders  by  creating  the 
proper  home  environment 
around  their  children. 

Our  people  are  becoming 
more  thoughtful  and  conserva- 
tive, due  largely  to  women's 
influence  on  the  public  mind. 
With  their  participation  in  pub- 
lic affairs  came  hope,  then  re- 
assurance and  now  confidence 
in  their  insight.

RISK,    FINDS    REPORT 

In  life  insurance  women  have 
always  been  considered  the 
"worser  risks,"  but  figures 
made  public  by  the  Women's 
Bureau  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Labor  show  that 
male  workers  sustain  six  to 
seven  times  as  many  accidents 
in  industry  as  women,  even 
though  women  are  now  largely 
employed. 

PLANNED    FOR  NEW   YORK 

The  American  Woman's  As- 
sociation plans  the  immediate 
erection  of  a  twenty-six  story 
skyscraper  in  New  York  City 
for  business  and  professional 
women. 

Funds  for  financing  the  un- 
dertaking have  been  accumul- 
ating for  two  years,  the  final 
drive  having  been  called  the 
"Hearthstone  drive"  typifying 
laying  the  hearthstone  and 
building  the   friendly   fires.

LEGISLATION 

Two  bills  of  interest  to  hair 
dressers  and  beauty  culturists 
have  been  introduced  in  the 
Senate. 

Senate  Bill  No.  61  (Crow- 
ley), which  is  advocated  by 
the  beauty  culturists,  provides 
for  a  State  Board  of  Cosme- 
tology, for  registration  of  all 
operators  and  junior  opera- 
tors, licenses  fees,  etc.  It 
aims  to  raise  the  standard  of 
the  schools  of  Cosmetology 
and  of  Cosmetological  estab- 
lishments. 

Senate  Bill  No.  99  (Shar- 
key), known  as  the  Barbers' 
Bill,  provides  for  a  Board  of 
Barber    Examiners. 

This  bill  provides  for  the 
regulation  of  barber  shops  in 
particular,  and  it,  too,  aims 
to  raise  the  standard  of  such 
establishments.  The  Barber 
Bill,  it  seems,  would  prevent 
hair  cutting  in  beauty  parlors 
unless  the  head  of  the  estab- 
lishment is  a  registered  bar- 
ber. It  does  allow  hair  trim- 
ming, however,  but  it  would 
be  for  the  courts  to  decide 
where  hair  TRIMMING  left 
off  and  hair  CUTTING  com- 
menced. 

The  Beauty  Culturists'  Bill, 
on  the  other  hand,  provides 
for  hair  cutting  and  trimming 
in  beauty  parlors  under  opera- 
tors licensed  by  their  board. 
Both  bills  provide  that  estab- 
lishments of  either  kind  can 
not  be  carried  on  in  rooms 
for    living    quarters.

When  a  self-consciousness  is 
truly  awakened,  the  happy 
natural  conditions  of  California 
will  begin  to  show  their  influ- 
ence in  the  further  esthetic 
development  of  the  state."

READ!     HEED! 

We  who  are  blessed  above  all  in  the  privilege  of  living 
in  "God's  country",  can  hardly  picture  the  extent  of  the 
misery  and  suffering  of  those  in  the  Mississippi  flood  region, 
deprived  of  homes,  of  occupation,  of  the  accumulations  of 
a  lifetime.

"It  is  the  job  of  the  govern- 
ment entomologists  to  do  police 
work  against  insects  that  des-!

To  this  end  they  have  evolved, 
a  new  instrument  the  "olfacto- 
meter" which  aids  them  in  de- 
termining what  odors  are  liked 
by  any  particular  insect  types. 

At  present  the  farmers  of 
California  spend  more  than 
$20,000,000  yearly  in  the  use 
of  chemical  sprays  to  kill  in-| 
jurious  insects  in  orchards  and 
fields.  Bring  on  the  olfacto- 
meter with  all  its  lure.

EDUCATORS   DECLARE 

MUSIC    "ESSENTIAL"

3.  See  that  your  lights  are 
functioning  and  are  properly 
adjusted. 

4.  Slow  down  for  all  railroad 
crossings,  particularly  if  your 
view  in  either  direction  is  ob- 
structed. 

5.  Treat  every  intersection  as 
a  dangerous  one. 

6.  Learn  the  hand  and  arm 
signals  and  use  them. 

7.  Give  the  pedestrian  the 
right  of  way  at  unprotected 
crossings. 

8.  Have  your  car  under  con- 
trol at  all  times. 


Here  are  some  rules  for  ped- 
estrians : 

1.  Learn  to  interpret  hand 
and  arm  signals. 

2.  Cross  the  street  only  at  au- 
thorized crossings. 

3.  At  controlled  crossings 
obey  the  signals. 

4.  Keep  your  children  from 
playing  in  the  streets. 

5.  When  walking  along  coun- 
try roads  or  crossing  dimly 
lighted  streets — wear  or  carry 
some  light  colored  object. 

6.  Give  an  approaching  mo- 
torist the  benefit  of  the  doubt. 
It  may  be  that  he  is  blinded  by 
other  headlights  and  cannot  see 
you. 

And  here  is  a  rule  for  every- 
body:

HIGH   LIGHTS  FROM  ADDRESS  OF  MRS.  SLOSS 

What  do  we  get  out  of  a  national  convention  ? 

First,  the  working  together  in  preparing  for  one  streng- 
thens and  broadens  every  one's  ability  to  do  things.  It 
gives  confidence  to  attempt  better  and  bigger  things. 

Second,  big  and  fine  as  California  is,  we  are  far  removed 
from  the  center  of  the  world's  activities,  and  we  need  the 
contact  with  those  from  other  sections;  to  meet  women  who 
are  thinking  out  and  doing  things  elsewhere. 

Next,  it  is  absolutely  essential,  in  this  day  and  age,  to 
get  a  national  point  of  view.

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OUR  NATIONAL  EMBLEM 

In  response  to  many  inquiries  as  to  the  symbolical  char- 
acter of  national  emblem,  the  following  is  given: 

The  central  figure  is  the  Winged  Goddess  of  Victory,  or 
the  "Nike  of  Samothrace".  The  original  statue  was  found 
on  the  island  of  Samothrace  in  the  year  1863,  in  archaeo- 
logical excavation  work,  and  is  said  to  have  been  set  up 
by  Demetrius  Poliorcetes  to  commemorate  a  great  victory 
at  sea  about  305  B.  C.  It  is  considered  an  amazing  piece 
of  sculpture,   and  is  now  in  the  Louvre   at  Paris. 

Historians  say  it  was  probably  intended  for  the  prow  of 
a  galley  of  war,  and  no  other  statue  has  in  it  such  majestic 
movement  of  triumph  and  liberty  indicated.  The  whole 
figure  carries  with  it  an  irresistible  forward  urge,  seeming 
to  say  in  every  fold  of  the  garment,  "Let's  go!" 

Gertrude  Dillenberger,  of  the  Shreveport,  La.,  Club,  says: 
"Have  you  ever  stood  at  the  prow  of  a  ship  bracing  yourself 
against  the  breeze,  holding  your  head  up  against  the  wind, 
thrilled  with  the  sense  of  driving  forward?  So  rode  the 
Nike  of  Samothrace.  So  rides  woman  to-day,  against  the 
wind   and  waves  of  ancient  prejudices   and  limitations." 

By  the  side  of  the  Winged  Victory  are  placed  the  Torch 
of  Wisdom,  the  Winged  Wand  of  the  Herald,  the  Ship  of 
Commerce,  and  the  Open  Scroll  of  Learning,  all  encom- 
passed in  the  golden  circle  of  Love. 

Now  isn't  that  an  inspiration  to  very  one  of  us  to  go 
forward  unhesitatingly,  confident  that  we  can  reach  the 
high  places  in  life  through  following  this  symbol?

Late  despatches  report  that 
Dr.  Ruth  Tunnicliffe,  of  the 
Rush  medical  college  of  Chi- 
cago, has  found  a  preventive 
serum  for  measles. 

Father  of  Medicine 

Hippocrates,  born  in  460  B.  C. 
on  the  Island  of  Cos,  is  regarded 
by  the  world  as  the  "Father  of 
Medicine."  He  insisted  on  a 
thorough  diagnosis  of  the  pa- 
tients' ills. 

John  Hunter,  a  Scotch  inves- 
tigator, who  is  recognized  as  the 
founder  of  scientific  surgery, 
made  extensive  studies  in  com- 
parative anatomy,  which  greatly 
aided  later  research  workers. 

Dr.  Edward  Jenner,  who  dis- 
covered a  vaccine  with  which  to 
combat  smallpox,  studied  under 
Hunter,  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
eighteenth  century. 

Lister  in  1883,  was  made  a 
baronet  for  his  work  in  antisep- 
tic surgery. 

Pasteur's  Work 

Louis  Pasteur,  known  through 
out  the  world  for  the  fight  he 
waged  against  communicable  di-  j 
sease,  carried  Jenner's  theories 
still  further.     His  great  discov- 
ery was  the    serum    which  pre-  I 
vents  hydrophobia  while  his  sys- 
tem of  sterilizing  milk  is  widely  , 
used  today.

BEHOLD    A    WOMAN 

We  are  indebted  to  Dr.  W.  J. 
Thomson  of  the  First  Foreign 
Church  of  Hilo,  Hawaii,  for  the 
following  comments  and  infor- 
mation concerning  women  and 
their  place   in  the  world. 

"Good  old  Matthew  Arnold," 
he  says,  "gives  a  suggestive 
comment:  'Woman  was  taken 
out  of  man;  not  out  of  his 
head  to  top  him;  nor  out  of  his 
feet  to  be  trampled  under  foot; 
but  out  of  his  side  to  be  equal 
to  him!'  " 

In  former  times  only  about 
three  callings  were  deemed 
"proper"  for  women.  Today 
there  are  literally  hundreds  of 
business  and  professional  "call- 
ings" where  women  not  only 
serve  but  occupy  positions  of 
leadership. 

Like  men  some  of  them  have 
made  mistakes.  Like  men  they 
rightly  ask  to  be  considered  in 


the  light  of  actual  achieve- 
ments. 

The  highest  horticultural 
honor  in  the  U.  S.  (George 
Robert  White  Medal  of  honor) 
has  been  won  by  a  woman, 
Alma  King.  The  world's  lead- 
ing authority  on  Crustacea  is 
a  woman,  Mary  Rathburn. 

The  worlds  greatest  specialist 
on  fungus  growths  is  a  woman, 
Mrs.  F.  W.  Peterson. 

During  the  past  ten  years 
5000  patents  have  been  granted 
women  covering  the  entire  field 
of  the  world's  industries  and 
professions. 

The  first  patent  ever  issued 
by  the  British  government  was 
"to  Thomas  Masters,  planter  of 
Pennsylvania,  for  a  new  inven- 
tion for  cleaning  Indian  corn — 
found  out  by  Sybille  his  wife." 

The  invention  of  the  cotton 
gin,  popularly  attributed  to  Eli 
Whitney  was   due  to   Catherine 
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Greene  who  gave  Whitney  the 
basic  idea  for  separating  cotton 
from  its  seed.  The  patent  was 
taken  out  in  Whitney's  name 
because  of  the  prejudice  it 
would  have  aroused  if  taken  out 
in  a  woman's  name! 

The  original  Declaration  of 
Independence  was  printed  by  a 
woman,   Mary  K.   Goddard. 

When  the  Hall  of  Fame  was 
established  at  New  York  Uni- 
versity in  1900  there  was  no 
provision  made  for  the  election 
of  women.  In  1904  it  was  voted 
to  have  a  separate  hall  for  wo- 
men. Recently  it  was  unani- 
mously voted  that  in  future 
elections  all  discriminations  as 
to  sex  be  abolished. 

A  woman  wrote  the  novel 
that  gave  a  race  to  freedom, 
Harriet  Beecher  Stowe 

A  woman  wrote  the  one  song 
that  will  live  out  of  that  con- 
flict, Julia  Ward  Howe. 

A  Japanese  woman  said  "The 
faith  of  my  country  holds  out 
little  hope  for  women.  'Better 
meet  a  snake  than  a  woman.' 
'Women  and  fools  cannot  be 
taught  wisdom,'  these  and 
similar  teachings  filled  me  with 
despair.  But  in  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  I  found  a  religion 
that  not  only  includes  women 
but  invites  her  co-operation! 
Women  of  America  be  true  to 
him  who  has  special  blessings 
for  the  womanhood  of  the 
world. 

The  world  carries  us  more 
than  a  million  miles  every  day 
with  i  no  transportation  to  pay 
and  yet  some  grumble  because 
they  never  go  any  where.

"Westward  the  course  of  Empire  has  ever  taken  its  way." 
Shall  we  not  say  "it  has  arrived,"  for  when  ships  sail  out 
through  the  Golden  Gate  it  is  to  the  "far  East"— not  west.

RHODES  SCHOLARS 

Six  hundred  and  eight  men 
have  so  far  completed  their 
three  years'  ■  work  at  Oxford. 
Of  these  550  are  living. 

The  United  States  govern- 
ment has  frequently  turned  to 
Rhodes  men  when  in  need  of 
expert  service.  They  were  on 
the  war  trade  board,  the  inter- 
allied military  commission,  the 
Baltic  province  commission. 
They  have  served  as  experts  on 
tariff,  shipping  and  the  limita- 
tion of  armaments,  and  have 
held  various  posts  in  the  dip- 
lomatic service.  Although  the 
average  age  of  the  Rhodes 
scholars  in  active  life  is  only 
thirty-five  years,  one  out  of 
Who's  Who  in  America.

THEN  AND  NOW 

In  London  on  July  18th,  the 
women  of  Great  Britain  held 
in  Trafalgar  Square  what  Vis- 
countess Rhondda,  presiding, 
confidently  describtd  as  "the 
last  and  greatest  suffragette 
demonstration  that  will  prob- 
ably ever  occur.'  It  was  to 
support  Stanley  Baldwin's  pro- 
posed bill  to  reduce  the  fran- 
chise age  for  women  from  30 
to  21  years.  Forty  women's 
societies  were  represented.  Mrs. 
Despard,  pioneer  of  the  wo- 
men's franchise  movement  when 
meetings  meant  riots  was  loud- 
ly cheered  when  she  contrasted 
the  contentious  past  with  the 
peaceful  present.  "The  call  of 
battle  has  long  been  mine,"  she 
said,  "and  now  in  the  evening 
of  my  life  youth  has  brought 
me  again  to  this  Nelson  Col- 
umn where  I  was  once  so 
familiar  a  figure." 

Mrs.  Pethick  Lawrence  said 
that  "20  years  ago  only  one 
member  of  Parliament  —  Keir 
Hardie  —  supported  votes  for 
women,  but  today  the  Prime 
Minister  and  every  political 
party  are  our  friends." 

The  feature  of  the  proceedings 
was  the  singing  by  the  big 
crowd  of  old  suffragette  songs. 
Resolutions  were  carried  favor- 
ing legislation  enabling  the 
new  women  voters  to  vote  at 
the  next  election,  and  urging 
tha  in  any  House  of  Lords  re- 
form scheme,  peeresses  in  their 
own  right  should  be  placed  on 
an  equal  footing  with  men  and 
that  the  nominated  element 
should  include  women.

OUR  PURPOSE. 

We  are  all  familiar  with  the  old  adage  "a  chain  is  only 
as  strong  as  its  weakest  link."  The  most  important  project 
before  the  National  Federation  of  Business  and  Professional 
Women's  Clubs  at  the  present  time  is  the  education  of  the 
young  women  coming   on   and  paving  their  way. 

To  this  end  the  Federation  last  year  attempted  to  make 
a  survey  under  the  direction  of  the  Personnel  Research 
Committee  and  the  University  of  Michigan,  after  the  plan 
had  been  unanimously  endorsed  by  the  delegates  at  the 
Des  Moines  Convention.  No  one  could  question  its  value. 
"And  yet,'  said  Miss  Phillips  in  her  Annual  address  this 
year  "the  most  of  these  delegates  who  made  it  a  part  of 
the  year's  program  seemed  to  feel  only  a  casual  responsi- 
bility for  its  success,  for  with  all  the  admonitions  of  your 
president,  the  stirring  appeals  and  lucid  directions  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee,  we  have  had  only  a  28% 
return  of  the  questionaires."  Miss  Phillips  generously 
stated  that  "possibly  the  attempt  was  premature  and  that 
more  time  should  have  been  spent  in  educating  our  clubs 
as  to   its   importance." 

Yes,  possibly,  but  still  its'  value  was  so  easily  seen  that 
it  seems  incredible  that  only  28%  of  the  Women  allied  with 
the  Federation  took  the  trouble  to  fill  out  and  return  the 
questionaires.  But  the  worst  is  yet  to  come — a  copy  of  the 
questionaire  was  sent  to  every  member  of  our  own  local 
club,  its  importance  was  explained  at  Club  meetings,  the 
National  Magazine  and  the  Herald  begged  that  it  be  filled 
out  and  mailed  in  the  envelope  provided.  Miss  Phillips 
reported  just  12  answers  received  from  this  club.  Don't 
figure  the  percentag,  girls,  just  keep  it  dark.  There  is  a 
rumor  that  we  will  have  another  chance.  If  we  do,  let  us 
catch  up  with  the  four  or  five  clubs  that  answered  one 
hundred  per  cent.

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CONVENTION  ECHOES 

"There  has  been  an  improve- 
ment in  the  tone  of  all  occupa- 
tions," said  Dr.  Henry  Neu- 
mann, president  of  the  Brook- 
lyn School  of  Ethical  Culture, 
in  his  lecture  on  Making  a  Liv- 
ing and  Making  a  Life,  before 
a  Convention  session,  adding, 
"high  standards  are  expected 
of  all  the  professions  and  the 
professional  standard  is  ex- 
pected of  all  trades  as  well. 
This  ethical  expectation  should 
be  pitched  still  higher  every 
year. 

"Why  should  one  be  expected 
to  have  a  high  public  standard 
in  his  leisure  hours  but  in  his 
work  think  first  and  last  of 
nothing  but  his  own  bank  ac- 
count. We  shall  get  a  still 
better  civilization  than  today's 
when  it  is  expected  of  every- 
body that  his  chief  chance  to 
advance  the  higher  interests  of 
mankind  comes  in  the  work 
which  he  does  every  day." 


Harriet  Taylor,  chairman  of 
the  International  Relations 
Commission  reported  through 
her  vice  chairman,  Mrs.  Job.  E. 
Hedges,  as  she  is  still  in  Eur- 
ope, where  she  is  meeting  with 
a  codial  welcome  fom  the  out- 
standing women.  She  reported, 
"The  women  with  whom  I  have 
talked  are  so  representative 
that  I  feel  that  their  judgment 
is  of  great  value.  There  seems 
to  be  a  concensus  of  opinion 
that  the  emphasis  for  the  next 
few  years  should  be  on  organiz- 
ation of  each  profession,  so 
that  women  will  have  their 
proper  place  with  men.  One  is 
reminded  constantly  that  wo- 
men have  entered  professions 
so  recently  that  they  have 
much  to  overcome  that  Amer- 
ican women  do  not  encounter. 

"A  second  comment  is  that 
national  organizations  need  so 
much  strengthening  that  they 
are  not  ready  for  international 
movements. 

"The  Womens  Electrical  As- 
sociation is  already,  interna- 
tional, which  may  be  a  prece- 
dent   which   others    will    follow. 

"A  statement  made  to  me  by 
a  prominent  Chinese  scholar 
applies  to  this  movement:  'The 
day  of  American  domination  is 
passed.  The  day  of  interna- 
tional cooperation  has  only  be- 
gun.    We  must  avoid  anything

that  gives  the  impression  of 
American   domination.' 

"If  we  have  occasional  inter- 
visitation  and  exchange  of  in- 
formation, such  as  the  voca- 
tional survey  when  it  is  com- 
pleted, we  cannot  anticipate 
the  change  of  attitude  that 
may  take  place  within  the  next 
few  years. 

The  Commission  is  still 
young.  It  is  time  now  merely 
to  sow  the  first  seeds  in  this 
limitless  field.  Harvest,  though 
far  away,  will  be  bountiful. 

Judge  Florence  E.  Allen  of 
Cleveland,  O.,  and  Miss  Edna 
Browning  Ruby  of  Lafayette, 
Ind.,  designer  and  lecturer,  have 
been  chosen  as  the  two  out- 
standing women  in  professions 
and  business  in  the  competition 
conducted  by  the  National  Fed- 
eration of  Business  and  Pro- 
fessional Women  for  the  award 
of  two  trips  to  Europe  offered 
by  the  New  York  Exhibit  of 
Women's  Arts  and  Industries.

BOOK  REVIEW 

"The  Call  of  the  House"  by 
Ruth  Conifort  Mitchell,  was  re- 
viewed by  Hermine  Kruger  at 
the  last  Book  Review  afternoon. 
Miss  Kruger  chose  this  book 
partly  because  of  its  local  set- 
ting which  makes  it  of  parti- 
cular interest  and  because  of 
strength  of  character  of  Dean 
Yale,  the  principal  character  in 
the  book,  who  becomes,  the  first 
woman  state  senator.  She  sees 
women  as  good  citizens,  good 
business  women,  good  senators, 
etc.,  and  not  a  struggle  for  rec- 
ognition  of   women. 

Mrs.  Mitchell,  the  author,  re- 
sides at  Los  Gatos  and  is  a 
member  of  the  San  Jose  B.  & 
P.  W.   C. 

Mrs.  J.  E.  Reid  gave  an  al- 
luring synopsis  of  "Trader 
Horn"  being  the  life  and  works 
of  Alfred  Aloysius  Horn  "Old 
Visitor,"  his  philosophy,  the  gift 
of  age  and  experience  taken 
down  and  edited  by  Ethelreda 
Lewis. 

If  there  is  any  doubt  as  to 
Trader  Horn  being  the  story  of 
a  real  man,  it  is  dispelled  by 
John  Galsworthy,  who  wrote 
the  foreword  and  vouches  that 
he  is  real. 

He  was  seventy-three  years 
old  when  telling  his  tales  of 
travel  and  trading  in  Africa 
for  over  fifty  years,  to  Mrs. 
Lewis,  who  writes  that  she  "be- 
came as  interested  as  the  Wed- 
ding Guest  in  the  Ancient  Mar- 
iner as  old  Horn  groped  about 
in  his  memory  for  his  expe- 
riences of  the  past". 

Jean  Baird  reviewed  "A 
Good  Woman"  by  Louis  Bramp- 
ton, a  remarkable  young  au- 
thor on  thirty-one  years  of  age, 
who  has  produced  a  book  an- 
nually for  the  past  four  years, 
one  of  which  took  the  Pulitzer 
prize. 

Miss  Barmby,  chairman  of 
the  Book  Reviews,  mentioned 
the  following  new  books  that 
seem  quite  worth  while: 


Giants  in  the  Earth  by  O.  E. 
Rolvaag  a  Norwegian,  now  a 
professor  in  a  Norwegian  Col- 
lege. He  came  to  America  as 
a  child  and  grew  to  manhood 
in  the  Northwest. 

A  review  says  of  his  book  "a 
magnificent  story  of  the  seeth- 
ing north-western  prairies,  a 
novel  that  catches  the  true 
spirit  of  American  pioneer  life. 

Also  "Meanwhile"  by  H.  G. 
Wells,  "Barbara  Bush"  by 
Kathleen  Norris  and  "Read  'em 
and  Weep — the  songs  you  for- 
got to  remember,"  by  Sigmund 
Spaeth.

She  did  signal  service 
on  the  Salonica  front,  was  given 
two  war  medals  and  was  cited 
to  appear  before  the  King  at 
Buckingham  Palace  to  receive 
the  decoration  of  the  Royal 
Red  Cross,  but  as  she  was  just 
sailing  to  America  it  was  for- 
warded to  San  Francisco  and 
was  presented  to  her  by  the 
British   Consul.

WOMEN   ORIGINATED 
INDUSTRIES 

We  are  all  accustomed  to 
look  back  upon  the  great  war 
as  an  essentially  modern  phen- 
omenon. Gas  bombs,  submar- 
ines and  surgical  miracles  gave 
to  the  World  War  an  atmos- 
phere 'of  modernity,  the  most 
striking  when  we  meditate  up- 
on certain  of  its  social  aspects. 
It  is  interesting  to  find  that  a 
curious  reversion  occurred  in 
the  return  of  women  to  indus- 
try. We  say  "reversion"  and 
"return"  advisedly,  because  we 
are  told  that,  historically,  in- 
dustry had  its  beginnings  in 
the  hands  of  women.  The  ever- 
activistic  male  in  ancient  soc- 
iety apparently  spent  his  time 
in  the  pursuit  of  wild  animals. 
With  the  gradual  disappearance 
of  big  game  and  the  beginning 
of  agriculture  and  the  domesti- 
cation of  animals,  human  males 
were  forced  to  turn  their  at- 
tention to  the  more  subtle  pur- 
suits of  industry,  which  had 
already  developed  to  a  consider- 
able extent  in  the  hands  of  wo- 
men. Historians  tell  us  that 
agriculture  and  pottery  and 
tanning  and  various  other  in- 
dustries involving  the  work- 
ing up  of  the  by-products  of 
the  chase  were  all  begun  by 
women. 


STATE    LEADS 

IN  EDUCATION 

In  education  California  has 
definitely  taken  the  lead,  de- 
clares Dr.  Ernest  Burnham, 
noted  educator  on  the  summer 
session  faculty  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  at  Los  An- 
geles. Dr.  Burnham  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  of  the  West- 
ern State  Normal  School  at 
Kalamazoo,  Michigan,  and  has 
made  an  intensive  study  of  the 
California  school  system  since 
his  arrival  here. 

"Adequate  financing,  plus 
adequate  preparation  of  the 
teaching  staff  account  for  the 
excellence  of  the  California  sys- 
tem," he  says,  and  adds — "The 
system  here  approaches  nearer 
a  just  distribution  of  compara- 
tive support  between  the  city 
and  state  than  in  any  other 
state. 

"Not  only  is  this  state  mak- 
ing adequate  provision  for  the 
education  of  all  normal  citizens, 
but  she  is  also  doing  pioneer 
work  in  training  those  handi- 
capped by  nature  or  lack  of 
familiarity  with  the  nation's 
customs  and  language."

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THE  VOLT  OF  MODERN  YOUTH 

September  the  16th,  1927,  was  a  momentous  day  in  San 
Francisco  history.  The  city  greeted  and  paid  tribute  to 
that  renowned  youth  Charles  A.  Lindbergh.  "As  soon  as 
I  saw  him  I  understood  immediately  why  people  went  so 
crazy  about  him,"  said  Jesse  C.  Colman,  chairman  of  the 
Citizens  Committee  for  the  event,  who  was  the  first  to  greet 
him  and  the  last  to  say  "good  bye"  —  "the  strength  and 
character  of  his  face  and  the  sweetness  Of  his  expression 
and  his  astounding  modesty  went  right  to  one's  heart". 
The  second  event  of  that  day,  and  of  greater  portent  was 
the  rally  of  one  thousand  Boy  Scouts,  with  hundreds  of 
parents  in   the  galleries  looking  on. 

Thirty-three  of  these  Scouts  attained  the  honor  of 
"Eagles";  sixty-six  were  made  "Life  Scouts";  seventy-nine 
became  "Star  Scouts"  and  1466  merit  badges  of  one  kind 
and    another  were  awarded. 

The  enthusiasm  of  these  thousand  boys,  as  the  honors 
were  awarded  surpassed  even  that  bestowed  upon  Lindbergh 
for  only  the  Scouts  themselves  know  with  what  study  and 
perseverance  and   real  work  these  honors   were   earned. ; ._ 

After  witnessing  both  demonstrations  and  reviewing 
some  of  the  achievements  of  outsanding  youth  of  today, 
Frederick  W.   Clampett  was  moved  to  write: 

"In  the  face  of  this  double  event  in  our  beloved  San 
Francisco  on  Friday,  Sept.  16,  the  charge  that  modern  youth 
has  deteriorated  sounds  hollow  and  unreal.  We  behold  not 
the  tragedy  of  the  "revolt  of  modern  youth,"  but  rather  the 
magic  of  the  "Volt  of  modern  youth."  There  is  a  dynamic 
power  there,  far  greater  than  has  ever  been  known  in  the 
h  story  of  man.  What  is  needed  is  wisdom,  with  discre- 
tion, in  its  application.  In  all  the  qualities  that  belong  to  a 
normal,  wholesome  standard,  both  physical  and  mental, 
youth  in  America  has  risen  in  our  day  to  the  greatest 
height.  This  is  not  consistent  with  the  charge  of  either 
revolt  or  deterioration.  Youth  is  now  in  the  renaissance 
of  a  glorious  series  of  conquests.

"Do  you  always  walk  as  if  you  were  hunting  to  catch 
a  train?"  she  was  asked  by  her  physician.  "Yes",  she 
replied,  "it's  a  habit  I  acquired  years  ago."  "Well,  don't 
stop  it",  the  doctor  said  "Perhaps  you  will  keep  on  going 
so  fast  that  old  age  will  never  catch  up  with  you." 

As  business  women  we  are  perfectly  safe  frr  the  first 
fifty  years.  We're  too  busy  to  become  laggards,  and  too 
much  absorbed  to  become  indiscreet.  But  in  the  second 
fifty  years,  watch  out.  First  of  all,  join  a  good,  lively  club.

Fraulein  Thea  Rasche,  the 
only  woman  pilot  and  airplane 
owner  in  Germany,  stated  re- 
cently that  she  would  attempt 
to  fly  the  Atlantic  immediately 
if  she  had  a  suitable  airplane. 

Fraulein  Rasche  has  taken 
part  in  several  airplane  stunt 
meetings  and  races  and  has 
frequently  won  first  prizes 
against  her  male  competitors, 
among  whom  were  some  of  j 
Germany's  best  pilots.  Frau- 
lein  Rasche  owns  a  small  red 
Udet  two-seater  biplane  with  a 
100  horsepower  air-cooled  Sie- 
mens ngine.  Its  price  was  25,- 
000  marks.  She  has  made  an 
arrangement  with  the  German 
Luft  Hansa  to  house  her  air- 
plane in  the  sheds  of  that  com- 
pany on  any  one  of  the  more 
than  60  airports  in  Germany. 
Her  residence  is  in  Hamburg, 
where  she  pays  100  marks  shed- 
rent  monthly  for  her  machine 
which  is  only  twice  as  much  as 
the  garage  rent  for  a  small  car 
here.  She  is  now  planning  a 
flight  to  various  European 
countries  and  hopes  to  arrange 
with  the  women  pilots  of  Eng- 
land and  France  an  interna- 
tional women's  airplane  meeet- 
ing.

MODERN  POLICE  METHODS 
FOR  CHINA 

P.  Y.  Ho,  a  graduate  of  the 
Univ.  of  Calif.,  is  a  student  at 
the  scientific  police  school  con- 
ducted by  Chief  August  Voll- 
mer  in  Berkeley. 

In  pursuit  of  his  master's  de- 
gree at  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia in  political  sicence  and 
municipal  law,  Ho  has  utilized 
his  knowledge  of  Berkeley  pol- 
ice methods  to  prepare  a  thesis 
on  modern   police   records. 

This  thesis,  according  to  Pro- 
fessor Samuel  C.  May,  head  of 
the  city  government  department 
at  the  University,  is  destined 
to  become  invaluable  in  the  fu- 
ture training  of  potential  city 
executives. 

Ho  upon  receiving  his  mas- 
ter's degree  plans  to  leave  for 
China  about  November  of  this 
year  to  become  city  engineer 
of  Canton.  In  this  capacity, 
his  position  is  similar  to  the 
city  managed  office  in  munici- 
pal affairs   of  this  country. 

He  will  introduce  for  the  first 
time  in  China  modern  police 
methods  as  devised  by  Chief 
Vollmer  of  Berkeley. 

"While  my  entry  into  munici- 
pal affairs  of  China  is  destined 
to  take  form  as  a  municipal  en- 
gineer, my  prime  purpose  is  to 
bring  back  to  my  native  coun- 
try modern  American  police 
ideas,"    said  Ho. 

Captain  Lee  said  that  Ho  rs 
one  of  the  most  adept  pupils 
in  criminal  identification  he  has 
ever  trained.

National  B.  &  P.  W.  C.  Leaders 

Testify  Before  House 

Committee 

Washington — Lena  M.  Phillips 
president  of  the  National 
B.  &  P.  W.  C.  and  two  other 
National  officers,  Cornelia  Adair 
and  Martha  L.  Connole,  ap- 
peared before  the  House  Ways  & 
Means  Committee  on  Nov.  3rd 
to  sponsor  the  move  for  in- 
creased exemption  for  single 
persons  from  the  income  tax. 

Their  appearance  marked  the 
first  time  in  the  memory  of 
committee  clerks  that  women 
had  testified  before  a  committee 
of  congress  on  revenue  matters. 
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AFTER  700  YEARS. 

Could  you  be  loyal  to  a  mere  man  for  700  years?  And 
that  man  one  who  stood  for  conquest  by  force  and  not  for 
a  great  Principle? 

The  tomb  of  Genghis  Khan,  the  conqueror  of  the  world 
from  China  to  Poland,  has  just  been  found  in  the  arid 
mountains  of  Gobi,  by  Professor  Kozloff,  a  Russian  explorer. 

Deep  in  the  interior  of  a  mountain,  approached  by  a 
labyrinth  of  passages,  its  hidden  entrance  has  been  care- 
fully guarded  for  seven  centuries  by  Mongolian  priests,  the 
holy  Lamas,  and  at  every  seventh  hour  durng  all  these  years 
a  huge  jade  bell  which  hangs  over  the  sarcophagus  has 
been  struck  seven  times  by  one  of  these  guardians.  6,132,000 
strokes!  And  yet  the  bell  responds  with  its  clear,  pure 
tone! 

No  known  ruler  had  so  great  a  power  as  Genghis  Khan, 
and  even  now,  his  followers  assert,  his  ghost  arises  once 
a  year,  on  the  anniversary  of  his  death,  blows  out  the 
lamps  in  the  tomb,  leads  the  chief  of  the  Lamas  to  a  huge 
slab  at  the  back  of  the  shrine,  and  writes  with  the  priest's 
hands  the   prophecies  for  the  ensuing  year. 

In  his  tomb,  with  the  idols  of  precious  metals  and  jade, 
was  found  a  copy  of  the  Bible,  written  by  an  English  monk 
in  the  13th  century.  While  living,  he  was  confident  in  his 
own  power;  but  dead,  he  evidently  wished  to  play  safe,  pro- 
pitiating all  the  gods  he  had  knowledge  of. 

Only  last  month  we  discussed  his  life  at  our  Book 
Review,  so  this  discovery  of  his  burial-place  is  of  especial 
interest  and  .bridges  the  centuries  quickly,  making  him 
seem  almost  a  living  reality. 

If  he  were  here  to-day  we  .can  picture  that  dominating 
personality  and  keen,  clever  intellect  making  him  a  con- 
queror of  new  worlds,  the  worlds  of  the  air  and  the  waters, 
of  electricity,  radio,  and  transmission  of  thought.  What  will 
be  the  new  worlds  to  conquer  700  years  hence?

CHOSEN  BY  RICH 

JAPANESE  WOMAN 

TOKIO— Known  for  34  years 
as  one  of  the  half-dozen  rich- 
est and  most  powerful  business 
women  of  the  world,  Mrs.  Yone 
Suzuki,  of  Japan  has  decided 
to  end  life  as  she  began  it,  in 
obscure  poverty. 

The  recent  financial  panic  in 
Japan  wiped  out  her  vast  hold- 
ings controlling  interest  in  al- 
most 60  large  companies.  So 
she  has  left  her  Oriental  castle 
in  Suma,  and  retired  to  a  sim- 
ple Japanese  cottage  in  Shioya, 
near  Kobe,  where  she  intends 
to  spend  the  rest  of  her  life. 
She  is  now  77  years  old. 

The  Japanese  consider  Mrs. 
Suzaki's  life  story  the  greatest 
business  romance  of  modern 
Japan.  For  she  started  her 
career  a  half  century  ago  when 
she  married  Iwajiro  Suzuki,  a 
humble  exchange  merchant  in 
the  new  foreign  city  of  Kobe. 
She  was  the  guiding  genius  in 
his  rise  to  great  power  and 
after  he  died,  34  years  ago,  she 
carried  on  the  business  to  even 
greater  heights.

The  first  annual  dinner  of  the  East  Bay  Planning  Asso- 
ciation held  at  our  club  auditorium  recently,  brought  to- 
gether the  Mayors  of  all  the  East  Bay  municipalities  from 
Hayward  to  Richmond,  also  newspaper  men,  county  Super- 
visors, bankers,  city  Councilmen,  attorneys  and  real  estate 
dealers. 

Only  within  the  last  few  years,  comparatively,  have  we 
heard  of  city  planning,  and  now  it  has  grown  to  Regional 
Planning,  for  no  city  can  live  to  itself  alone  any  more  than 
can  an  individual. 

What  an  inspiring  thing  to  think  that  the  East  Bay 
region  is  awakening  to  its  possibilities  and  the  needs  of  the 
future,  as  evidenced  by  that  splendid  gathering  of  earnest 
men  and  women  with  a  vision! 

It  was  disclosed  that  as  far  back  as  1854  the  first  Mayor 
of  Oakland,  when  the  city  extended  only  from  the  Estuary 
to  14th  Street  and  from  Alice  to  Market  Streets,  had  vision 
also.  He  had  the  foresight  to  veto  an  ordinance  allowing 
for  the  extension  of  streets  to  the  west  to  conform  to  cer- 
tain property  lines  instead  of  straight  through  for  the  good 
of  the  city.  Evidently  his  veto  was  overruled,  for  every 
street  extending  west  has  a  jog  at  Market.  These  jogs 
are  now  among  the  problems  to  be  overcome. 

The  interest  we  take  in  the  work  of  this  Regional  Plan- 
ning Association  and  the  individual  support  we  give,  will 
determine  the  measure  of  benefit  the  whole  East  Bay  region 
will  derive. 

Let  it  be  said  seventy-five  years  hence,  "see  our  traffic 
arteries;  see  our  parks;  see  our  harbor  development,  ade- 
quate for  all  our  needs,  because  our  forefathers  had  vision."

It  has  been  recommended  by 

the  Committee  on  Revision,  and 

approved  by  the  Directors,  that 

Article    VIII.    of    the    By-Law* 

be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
Section  1.     (copy) 

SECTION  1.  Nominations  for 
office  shall  be  presented  by  a 
Nominating  Committee  of  five 
members,  of  whom  one  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President  ol 
the  Club,  and  one  by  the  Boarrl 
of  Directors  of  the  Club;  and 
the  other  three  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  by  the  members  of 
the  Club  at  the  first  regular 
meeting  in  February.  Members 
of  the  Club  may  recommend  to 
the  Nominating  Committee  the 
name  of  any  member  in  good 
standing  as  nominee  for  any 
office  indicated.  The  Nominat- 
ing Committee  shall  prepare  a 
list  of  nominees  for  all  offices 
to  be  filled,  and  file  such  list 
with  the  Coresponding  Secre- 
tary within  two  weeks  after 
the  election  of  the  Committee, 
and  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary shall  post  a  copy  of  such 
list  in  the  club  rooms  not  later 
than  ten  days  prior  to  the  an- 


nual meeting  in  March.  At  the 
regular  meeting  one  week  pre- 
ceding the  annual  election,  nom- 
inations may  also  be  made 
from  the  floor.  The  names  of 
the  persons  so  nominated  shall 
be  posted  with  the  list  pres- 
ented by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee at  the  same  time  and 
place.  Election  shall  be  by 
ballot  at  the  annual  meeting, 
and  the  ballot  box  shall  be 
open  from  5:30  o'clock  P.  M.  to 
7:45  o'clock  P.  M. 

Also,  that  a  new  section  be 
added  to  Article  IX.  of  the  By- 
Laws,  as  follows:  , 

Section  9.  The  Board  of 
Directors  shall  have  supervision 
over  all  the  Committees  prov- 
ided for  in  Article  IX.  of  these 
By-Laws,  and  over  the  activi- 
ties of  all  sections  of  this  Club, 
however  selected.

RELIGION    IN  RUSSIA 

It  was  recently  stated  by  Sir 
George  Hume,  who  was  educa- 
ted in  Russia  and  is  now  a 
member  of  Parliament,  that 
religion  is  reviving  in  Russia. 
"Christian  influences  are 
spreadng  even  in  the  Red 
Army"  he  states.  Whole  com- 
munities are  reported  to  have 
gone   over   to   Protestant  seats. 

A  similar  return  to  religion 
has  been  noted  by  the  Volks- 
mission  which  reports  that  the 
workmen  of  a  large  textile  fac- 
tory near  Wladmir,  numbering 
about  7000  have  built  a  church 
with  their  own  hands.  Also 
that  two  other  churches  have 
been  built  by  factory  workers 
with  their  own  hands  and  their 
contributions. 

In  each  case  the  churches 
have  been  built  near  to  former 
churches  that  had  been  closed 
by  the  Soviet  Government  and 
converted  into  clubs.

WORK  OF  THE 

FARM  BUREAU 

No  longer  is  the  farm  an  iso- 
lated spot  given  over  to  drud- 
gery. Farm  machinery  has 
lightened  the  farmer's  work, 
likewise  electricity  through 
household  appliances  has  light- 
ened the  work  of  the  farmer's 
wife.  And  now  comes  the  farm 
bureau  with  instruction  and 
culture.  Mrs.  A.  S.  Wendel  of 
Bronson,  Iowa,  a  prominent 
Farm  Bureau  leader  in  a  recent 
article   says: 

"For  the  past  two  years  the 
farm  women  of  Woodbury 
County  have  taken  a  course  in 
Interior  Decorating  and  Home 
Furnishing  that  is  equal  in  ef- 
ficiency and  results  to  many 
similar  courses  offered  by  our 
best  art  schools  and  colleges. 

-  "The  extension  department  of 
Iowa  State  College  at  Ames  is 
responsible  for  the  planning  of 
the  work  which  is  done  in  such 
a  systematic  and  thorough 
manner  that  the  course  of  in- 
struction reaches  every  farm 
woman  in  Woodbury  County  if 
she  is  at  all  interested. 

"The  one  big  outcome  of  all 
this  instruction  in  home  deco- 
ration for  the  farm  women  is 
that  she  has  really  profited  by 
it.  Her  standard  of  living  has 
been  raised  and  she  realizes  it. 
Her  home  is  now  an  artistic 
and  cheerful  place  to  come  to. 
Color,  design,  proper  selection 
and  arrangement  of  furniture 
make  her  rooms  attractive  and 
cozy.  Her  pictures  are  those 
of  Corot,  Millet,  Raffael,  Rem- 
brandt or  masters  equally  good. 
She  is  so  familiar  with  all 
methods  which  aid  her  in  prop- 
erly furnishing  her  home  that 
upon  entering  you  would  insist 
that  an  interior  decorator  with 
most  intensive  training  and  ar- 
tistic ideas  had  been  employed 
when  in  reality  the  interior 
decorator  is  the  farm  woman 
herself."

To  all  business  women  the  animating  principle  of  the 
National  Federation  of  Business  and  Professional  Women 
appeals  as  the  best  way  in  which  to  give  our  special 
service,  namely,  to  so  live  in  our  own  business  relations  as 
to  make  a  better  business  world,  and  to  make  our  greatest 
contribution   toward   making   better  business   women. 

So  the  better  education  and  training  of  girls  entering  the 
business  world  is  our  first  objective.  Throughout  all  the 
clubs  this  work  is  going  on  steadily,  and  in  our  own  club 
the  stock-taking  has  revealed  that,  despite  our  seemingly 
small  amount  in  the  Educational  Loan  Fund,  it  has  been 
in  pretty  constant  use,  and  we  are  now  just  starting  our 
seventh  girl  in  business  training,  while  four  of  those  who 
have  had  the  benefit  of  the  loan  are  now  repaying  it,  to 
make  possible  the  advantages  to  four  other  girls  to  follow. 

W  th  all  our  clubs  working  along  this  line,  can't  you 
picture  the  astonishing  progress  in  the  better  education  of 
business  women?  And  haven't  we,  as  an  individual  club, 
some  valuable  assets  to  carry  over  into  the  next  year?

"Tell  me  who  am  I 
to  thank  for  this  great  blessing."  And  her  low  reply  was: 
"It  is  mostly  the  Community   Chest,   John." 

'Twas  then  that  he  blushed  a  deep  red  for  he  had  not 
believed  in  the  Community  Chest,  it  was  all  graft,  graft, 
and  he  had  not  used  soft  words  in  telling  Community  Chest 
workers  what  he  thought. 

Soon  he  said  humbly,  "I  never  understood.  I  must  get 
well   and  make  amends." 

He  did  get  well,  though  it  took  six  months  and  he  has 
not  forgotten. 

Many  of  us  fortunately  have  vision  and  it  does  not 
always  take  actual  experience  to  give  us  understanding.

Then  there  is  a  lunch  for  35  cents,  consisting  of  a  meat 
dish,  choice  of  vegetables,  a  dessert,  tea  and  coffee; 

Also,  a  vegetable  plate,  with  tea  or  coffee,  35  cents. 

And  always   a  luncheon  may  be  chosen   a   la    carte. 

Compare  the  prices.  We  know  our  food  is  most  excel- 
lent at  all  times.  And  how  beautifully  it  is  served.  No 
more  cafeteria  style. 

In  Dayton  the  dinner  is  $1.25.  We  charge  only  $1.00 
and  have  an  interesting  program  besides.

DOFFING  OF  HATS  CUSTOM 
FROM  FEUDAL  TIMES 

New  York — Sunday  promena- 
ders  on  Fifth  Avenue  see  more 
hat  doffing  than  do  the  crowds 
that  move  along  the  sidewalks 
on  workdays.  After  church  the 
avenue  fills  up  with  neighbor- 
hood people,  who  at  least  know 
many  members  of  their  own 
congregation.  But  few  among 
them,  from  those  wearing  in- 
formal fedoras  to  those  in  cere- 
monial silk  hats,  probably  ever 
question  where  this  hat  doffing 
orignated. 

As  a  fact,  the  doffing  of  the 
hat  was  a  common  custom  long 
before  the  modern  type  of 
headgear  were  fashioned.  In 
the  days  of  knights  in  armor, 
when  a  man  traveled  incognito 
under  all  enveloping  helmets,  it 
was  customary  to  remove  the 
iron  headdress  in  the  presence 
of  a  lady  so  that  she  might  see 
his  face.  By  this  act  she  would 
be  assured  that  her  grim  iron 
clad  vistor  was  a  friend  or  ac- 
quaintance. 

As  a  custom  of  respect  the 
practice  thus  came  down  from 
feudal  times.  Today  not  only 
to  the  fair  lady  but  also  to  per- 
sons of  dignity,  and  in  places 
and  situations  demanding  par- 
ticular respect  or  reverence, 
men  uncover  their  heads.

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LADIES  OF  THE  JURY 

The  tongue  of  eloquent  attorneys  do  not  trip  so  often 
now  in  addressing  a  jury  as  a  short  time  ago;  they  do  not 
forget  to  begin  with  LADIES  AND  Gentlemen  of  the  Jury — 
at  least  in;  over  20  States  and  in  Alaska  and  District  of 
Columbia  they  do  not,  for  women  share  the  privilege  of  jury 
service1  with  men  there.  In  the  remaining  States  the 
struggle  still  goes  on,  in  some  requiring  special  laws  to  be 
passed  where  the  word  "man"  or  "male"  appears  in  the  jury 
law,  instead  of  the  word  "citizen",  while  in  others  it  is 
simply  the  opinion  of  some  Attorney-General  against  the 
women,  requiring  a  test  case  to  be  taken  to  the  Supreme 
Court  to  settle  it. 

In  England,  Germany,  Norway,  Sweden  and  other  for- 
eign lands  women  are  jurors. 

In  California  the  women  are  not  only  the  backbone  of  the 
jury  system,  but  almost  becoming  the  whole  body  of  it,  and 
it  may  not  be  uncommon  soon  to  find  the  "jury  of  his  peers" 
provided   by  our   constitution,  composed   entirely  of  women. 

Why?  For  two  reasons:  Women  are  taking  citizen- 
ship seriously,  and  not  shirking  any  duty  it  presents.  Also, 
it  affords  a  new  and  interesting  experience,  an  indoor  sport 
rivaling  bridge  and  running  a  close  race  with  golf.  To 
quote  from   a  woman   juror  of  Maine: 

"I  stand  to-day  a  better  citizen,  a  wiser  woman  for 
the  few  weeks'  training  in  weighing  evidence.  I  realize  the 
work  of  the  Sheriff  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  in  checking 
crime.  I  realize  the  importance  of  supporting  them  by 
strong  public  opinion.  I  realize  the  necessity  of  looking  at 
both  sides  in  a  civil  case  without  bias,  and  without  preju- 
dice." 

If  the  jury  service  is  to  remain  a  vital  part  of  our 
system  of  legal  administration,  the  intelligent,  well-balanced 
women  who  are  not  closely  tied  at  home  and  who  have  not 
the  urgent  claims  of  business,  must  give  their  tithe  to  this 
important   service.

Then  to  Highland  Hospital  for  reports  on  several  patients. 
Taking  the  news  to  an  old  man,  formerly  wealthy  and  a  con- 
noisseur in  objects  of  art,  that  his  last  valuable  possession, 
a  French  clock  100  years  old,  could  be1  sold  for  a  goodly 
sum. 

Then  out  in  the  hills  to  a  young  couple  just  rehabilitated 
in  a  tiny  new  house,  after  business  failure  and  sickness,  to 
say  a  job  was  waiting.  Next  to  take  an  ex-Service  man  for 
a  special  medical  examination  which  would  show  the  neces- 
sity for  increased  compensation,  as  he  could  not  work. 

Then  to  a  deaf  and  dumb  couple,  with  four  bright,  nor- 
mal children,  needing  just  a  little  help  until  the  children 
were  self-supporting.  Taking  a  grocery  order  for  one 
month  to  a  stranded  family  who  came  in  their  one  posses- 
sion, a  Ford,  seeking  employment,  and  to  tell  the  man,  a 
good  mechanic,  a  job  was  found. 

And  to  an  old  couple  speed  the  glad  tidings  that  the 
money  was  available  for  the  wife  to  have  treatment  in  a 
special  clinic,  with  hope  of  cure  of  a  very  serious  trouble. 
With  a  break  in  his  voice  the  old  man  said,  "If  you  could 
only  know  how  you  have  made  light  my  heart,  that  has  been 
so  heavy  so  long!" 

Then  to  the  office  for  conference  with  those  who  brought 
their  troubles  and  perplexities  there,  also  to  record  and  co- 
ordinate the  work  of  the  day. 

This  is  the  record  of  just  one  day's  work  for  Laura 
Pinkston,  our  club  member,  for  the  Associated  Charities. 
Every  one  of  the  individual  cases  described  would  carry  our 
hands  to  our  pocketbooks  immediately,  had  an  appeal  been 
made.  How  much  more  gladly  will  we  give  when  we  know 
how  wisely  that  portion  of  the  Community  Chest  funds  is 
used,  in  constructive  upbuilding  of  families,  comforting  the 
sick  and  the  aged,  and  bringing  joy  to  all. 

Mrs.  Pinkston's  talk  on  last  Thursday  gave  us  a  real 
"close-up"  of  the  work,  and  brought  everyone  closer  to  the 
real  value  of  the  Chest.  B.  M.  W.

ARE  WOMEN  RUNNING  THIS  COUNTRY? 

"It  was  an  engaging  surprise  to  learn  that  the  women  are 
running  this  country,  and  always  have  run  it.  Count  Her- 
mann Keyserling  has  said  it. 

His  sponsors  declare  that  he  has  been  everywhere,  seen 
everything,  read  everything,  and  really  knows  everything, 
so  when  he  pronounces  this  country  a  matriarchate,  and  all 
the  other  countries  patriarchates,  who  dares  contradict  him  ? 

The  reason  he  knows  this  startling  fact  about  America  is 
that  there  are  so  many  laws,  and  laws,  it  seems,  are  the 
specialty  of  women. 

What  appears  to  have  gotten  on  his  nerves  particularly 
is  the  prohibition  law.  Women  inspired  that,  he  says,  and 
that  really  caused  him  to  observe  how  many  laws  we  have. 
When  he  observed,  it  only  took  a  minute  to  conclude  that 
all  the  forty-nine  constitutions  and  all  the  forty-nine  codes 
were  likewise  inspired  by  women. 

He  may  be  right,  but  on  two  small  points,  at  least,  he  has 
made  a  huge  mistake.  The  first  mistake  is:  prohibition 
was  not  inspired  by  women  at  all;  it  was  inspired  by  the 
way  men  act  when  they  are  drunk,  assisted  by  the  sober 
reflection  of  how  much  it  costs  the  taxpayers  to  repair  the 
damage  they  do  at  such  times.  The  second  mistake  is:  that 
the  habit  of  making  laws  was  not  established  by  women,  but 
began  some  generations  back  when  no  woman  could  pray 
in  a  church  or  sing  in  a  choir  or  have  any  opinion  on  any 
subject.  Men  at  that  time  sat  on  one  side  of  the  church 
and  women  on  the  other,  in  order  that  'men  might  lift  their 
souls  to  God.'  Thus  lifted,  men  began  the  series  of  Thou 
Shalt  Nots,  one  of  the  early  ones  being  Thou,  sinful  man, 
shalt  not  kiss  thy  wife  on  Sunday! 

We  may  be  a  matriarchate,  but  it  is  curious  that  the  first 
person  to  notice  it  is  the  Count  from  Germany."

Mrs.  Henry  Frances  Grady 
who  spoke  a  few  minutes  on 
the  luncheon  on  the  Interna- 
tional Institute,  is  a  woman 
with  a  real  object  and  that  is 
to  popularize  the  study  of 
World  affairs.  Mrs.  Grady  is> 
working  for  an  International 
Institute  that  will  be  open  to 
any  person  who  has  an  interest 
in  international  affairs  and  one 
that  will  function  on  a  scien- 
tific basis.  Mrs.  Grady  Is  a 
charming  speaker,  is  full  of  en- 
thusiasm and  well  prepared  for 
her  work,  holding  a  Ph.  degree 
from  Columbia  University  and 
also  from  the  University  of 
California.

She 
read  most  interesting  Rules  and 
Regulations  for  the  conduct  of 
the  Oakland  Public  Schools  in 
1868  and  gave  interesting  data 
in  regard  to  the  school  depart- 
ment today  and  stated  that  the 
cost  of  maintaining  a  child  for 
a  year  is  $84.00  in  Oakland  as 
compared  with  $105.00  in  Berk- 
eley, and  $117.00  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

Dr.  Minora  Kibbe  started  out 
as  school  teacher  then  married 


and  settled  down  at  home  only 
to  be  started  on  the  career  of  a 
doctor  by  falling  heir  to  a  med- 
ical library.  She  became  so  in- 
terested in  it  that  she  told  her 
husband  she  would  like  to  be  a 
doctor  and  he  said:  "Why  not?" 
so  she  managed  to  get  accepted 
as  a  student  at  Cooper  Medical 
College  in  San  Francisco,  where 
a  woman  was  such  ft  no\elty 
that  the  men  students  always 
clapped  when  her  name  was 
mentioned.  Later  she  took  a 
Pest  Graduate  course  at  Johns 
Hopkins  folowed  by  a  tour  of 
great  hospitals  in  Europe,  and 
then  settled  in  Oakland  to  prac- 
tice, "where  I  have  been  going 
it  ever  since"  she  remarked. 

As  these  women  told  how 
simply  and  naturally  it  had  all 
come  about,  it  was  easy  to  see 
it  does  not  take  spectacular  or 
heroic  things  to  bring  attain- 
ment but  just  the  grit  to  grasp 
and  work  out  the  small  oppor- 
tunities as  they  come.

SHOWN  BY  VOICE, 

EXPERT  SAYS 

If  you  have  a  harsh,  shrill 
voice,  look  to  your  nerves.  If 
you  have  a  weak  one,  conquer 
your  fears.  If  you  declaim  in 
loud,  blatant  tones,  then  start 
rooting  out  your  sense  of  in- 
feriority. 

This  advice  is  given  by  Miss 
Vera  Jane  Keppel,  in  charge  of 
the  voice  clinic  at  Stephens  Col- 
lege here,  Columbia,  Mo.,  which 
has  been  instituted  to  help 
young  women  attain  the  soft 
and  pleasing  vocal  tones  which 
Shakespeare  and  other  bards 
have  celebrated. 

"Speech  defects,"  says  Miss 
Keppel,  "frequently  are  groun- 
ded in  the  personality,  and  the 
first  step  in  their  coi-rection  is 
the  acquisition  of  a  normal  and 
healthy  mental  attitude." 

"The  necessity  of  facing  real- 
ity also  is  essential  in  other 
forms  of  speech  disorder.  The 
weak  voice  is  often  the  result 
of  fear.  The  loud  voice  is  often 
present  in  the  person  whose 
sense  of  inferiority  has  caused 
a  marked  over-compensation. 
The  harsh  and  shrill  voice  is 
invariably  found  in  the  nervous 
patient."

FATE  OF  OLD  MAIL  SACKS 

With  more  than  117  million 
people  now  receiving  mail 
regularly  through  American 
postoffices,  the  matter  of  the 
worn-out  mail  pouch  has  in- 
creased markedly  in  import- 
ance. In  excess  of  900,000 
pounds  of  mail  bags  are  an- 
nually retired  from  active  ser- 
vice, because  the  Washington 
mail-bag  factory  no  longer  is 
able  to  repair  them  for  addi- 
tional service.  The  custom  has 
been  to  sell  the  450  tons  of 
rags  to   professional   dealers. 

In  the  future,  however,  the 
discarded  mail  pouches,  whicl 
are  made  of  high-grade  cot 
ton,  will  be  reduced  to  pull 
and  used  in  the  commerce 
manufacture  of  rag  writing 
paper.  Government  scientists 
have  conducted  comprehensive 
and  conclusive  tests  at  the 
paper  mill  of  the  bureau  of 
stajhdards!  which  demonstrate 
the  feasibility   of   this   scheme.

She  is  described  as  inheriting  some  of  her  noted  father's 
characteristics,  in  being  "folksy"  with  people,  and  in  ora- 
torical ability.  A  mother  of  four  children,  she  is  yet  a 
leader  in  community  affairs.

What's  the  matter  with  the 
women  of  the  western  states,  usually  so  progressive  and 
ready  to  forge  ahead,  that  they  are  not  taking  their  places 
in  the  halls  of  the  nation?

WHAT  DO  WOMEN'S  CLUBS 
DO? 

Mary  Sherman,  president  of 
the  General  Federation  of  Wo- 
men's Club  in  an  article  in  the 
March  Scribners,  stated  that 
she  often  asks  the  question 
"What  would  be  the  loss  to 
your  town  if  the  Woman's 
Club  ceased  to  exist?"  The 
answers  have  been  varied,  but 
the  tenor  of  them  has  been  the 
same — that  activities  for  com- 
munity betterment  would  lose 
leadership  or  impetus,  or  cease 
altogether. 

One  man  said:  "The  bottom 
would  fall  out  of  all  our  town- 
improvement  work;"  another 
said  practically  the  same  thing 
and  added:  "You  see,  when 
there  is  any  job  that  seems  too 
much  for  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce to  handle  we  get  the  wo- 
man's club  to  tackle  it,  for  they 
can  put  over  anything  they 
want  to." 

She  has  found  that  it  is  the 
small  city  and  town  club  that 
forms  the  great  bulk  of  United 
States  club  women,  and  that 
these  women  are  of  the  most 
vital  force  in  their  towns  and 
cities.  Like  a  tree,  there  is 
just  as  much  unseen  as  seen  of 
their  accomplishment.  The  roots 
go  deep.  They  have  initiated 
and  then  the  city  or  county  or 
state  has  taken  over  the  work 
and  built  rest  rooms,  estab- 
lished county  libraries,  opened 
clinics  and  free  dispensaries 
and  free  nursing  service  and 
opened  work  shop  for  the  dis- 
abled and  blind. 

Mrs.  Sherman  closes  with  the 
statement  that:  "Compared 
with  other  fields  of  human  en- 
deavor, the  club  movement 
shows  a  minimum  of  failures 
and  a  long  roll  of  successes.

On  proving  to  them  that  they 
had  done  much  business  with 
her  she  was  given  a  whole- 
hearted welcome  and  a  good 
business    opportunity. 

If  Gladys  Barndollar  should 
write  a  book  of  her  experiences 
it  would  no  doubt  be  received 
with  some  incredulity  but  no 
fiction  could  make  more  inter- 
esting  reading. 

She  did  the  first  multigraph- 
ing  work  ever  done  in  San 
Francisco  from  which  grew  the 
direct  Mail  Advertising.  There 
are  now  13,000  members  of  the 
Direct  Mail  Advertising  Asso- 
ciation. 

To  know  what  our  members 
are,  through  what  they  have 
done,  is  to  grow  in  respect 
and  admiration.

INTERSTATE    CONFERENCE 

An  interstate  conference  of 
State  Federations  of  Business 
and  Professional  Women  was 
held  in  New  York  last  month, 
fourteen  states  represented.  It 
was  in  no  sense  an  official  con- 
vention, and  had  no  power  to 
take  action  on  any  matter,  but 
was  a  real  confernce,  to  con- 
sider relations  between  the 
states  and  the  national,  revision 
of  by-laws,  method  of  election 
of  national  officers,  dues,  Inde- 
pendent Woman,  and  other 
points  of  interest.  Invitation 
was  sent  to  each  State  Federa- 
tion to  attend  this  friendly  con- 
ference where     there  would  be 


time  to  air  individual  opinions, 
and  better  prepare  for  the  real 
convention  in  July.  Letters 
came  from  the  States  not  per- 
sonally represented,  and  it  ap- 
pears to  have  been  a  real  "Talk- 
fest". 

The  sentiment  is  growing 
that  the  conventions  will  have 
to  become  biennial  instead  of 
annual,  with  regional  meetings 
on  the  odd  year,  i  That  would 
give  us  all  a  much  better  op- 
portunity to  attend  the  big 
conventions,  and  yet  keep  more 
closely  in  touch  with  the  work 
through   regional  contact. 

While  criticism  of  some  of 
our ,  methods  was  plentiful,  and 
many  suggestions  made,  it  was 
recognized  that  for  so  young 
an  organization  we  have  made 
splendid  progress,  and  that  es- 
pecially have  we  scored  success 
in  the  financial  handling  of  the 
national  organization. 

Let's  .  have  more  regional 
meetings,  confer  with  those  in 
our  neighboring  states,  and  dis- 
cuss our  ambitions  for  the  na- 
tional and  for  ourselves.  Then 
let's  get  together  with  our  very 
near  neighbors  in  our  own  state 
as  often  as  we  can,  and  try  to 
put  some  of  our  ideas  into  ef- 
fect right  here.  Then  we'll 
have  a  real  contribution  to 
take  to  the  national.

Hamilton  Wolf,  lecturer  on 
Modern  Art  at  the  University 
of  California,  gave  a  most  in- 
teresting talk  on  that  subject 
at  the  club  dinner  last  Thurs- 
day evening.

Wolf,  "are  working  as  pains- 
takingly and  seriously  as  ever 
did  the  academic  school  and 
much  will  grow  out  of  their 
work.  O  v  e  r-sophistication 
brings  decline  but  modern  art  is 
tending  to  the  primitive  to 
build  on  a  firmer  base  and  is 
making  for  progress." 

Chaplain  Frederick  K.  Howard 
of  the  Seaman's  Church 
Institute  in  San  Francisco 
is  placing  libraries  on  ships 
of  the  Merchant  Marine. 
These  books  are  gathered  by 
the  California  State  Library 
Association  and  turned  over  to 
the  Institute  for  distribution. 
They  placed  almost  77,000  vol- 
umes on  ships  last  year.  More 
books  are  needed  each  year  as 
about  40%  wear  out.  Of  the 
20%  that  are  not  returned  by 
far  the  largest  number  are 
Bibles,  the  New  Testament  and 
the  Common  Prayer  Book. 

The  books  go  to  the  seven 
seas  and  tons  are  sent  to 
Alaska  each  year  to  be  used  on 
the  fishing  fleets  during  the 
season,  then  are  left  to  be  dis- 
tributed among  the  mining 
camps  and  fishing  villages. 

Every  book  is  stamped  "From 
Friends  in  California." 

"A  good  library  on  shipboard 
encourages  worthwhile  boys  to 
go  to  sea,"  said  Mr.  Howard, 
"and  these  are  the  boys  who 
train  to  become  the  officers  and 
Marine  engineers,  we  must 
have  if  we  are  to  keep  our 
Merchant  Marine." 

He  made  a  plea  for  books  we 
have  read  and  liked.  They  may 
be  left  at  any  library  or  at  the 
club,  where  they  will  be  taken 
in  charge  by  Miss   Barmby.

Evidently  the  New  Orleans

The  Pelican  told  also  of  the  re- 
cent visit  of  Lena  Madesin 
Phillips,  President  of  the  Na- 
tional Federation,  to  New  Or- 
leans and  gave  this  little  report 
from  one  of  her  talks  on  that 
occasion.  "  'It  used  to  be,' 
said  Miss  Phillips,  'that  when 
she  traveled  around  visiting 
Clubs  every  place  she  went  she 
was  soon  called  aside  and  told 
that  'we  have  a  peculiar  situa- 
tion here',  meaning  jealousies, 
factions,  over-aggressiveness, 
too  much  credit  or  too  little 
credit,  personal  publicity,  etc. 
She  quoted  our  wise  friend  Dr. 
Hatcher  who  said,  'human  na- 
ture is  very  prevalent'  and  bade 
us  go  right  ahead  and  always 
accept  conditions  as  they  exist, 
remembering  that  'nobody  can 
do  very  much  to  anybody  else. 
You  just  need  vision,  faith, 
courage   and  endurance.'  " 

Doubtless  that  "peculiar  sit- 
uation" does  exist  in  almost 
every  aggregation  of  people 
just  because  "human  nature  is 
very  prevalent"  but  Miss  Phil- 
lips' advice  on  the  subject  is 
sound.

A  movement  is  sweeeping  over  the  world  to  substitute 
some  form  of  arbitration  for  war. 

In  Great  Britain,  France  and  Germany,  the  women  are 
arranging  great  public  meetings  in  a  campaign  to  renounce 
war.  The  National  Committee  on  the  Cause  and  Cure  of 
War  will  send  representatives  from  the  United  States. 

This  Committee  desires  every  town  and  village  in  the 
United  States  to  demonstrate  to  Congress  its  sentiment  in 
this  behalf  by  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

"Whereas,  the  rising  tide  of  public  opinion  throughout  the 
world  favors  reason,  not  force,  arbitration,  not  battles,  as 
the  means  of  settling  disputes  between  nations;  and 

Whereas,  world  opinion  is  coming  to  regard  war  as  an 
obsolete,  ineffective  and  uncivilized  instrument  of  national 
policy,  albeit  the  institutions  of  peace  are  not  yet  complete- 
ly agreed  upon  nor  fully  established  but  are  in  the  process 
of  progressive   and  successful   development;   and 

Whereas,  56  of  the  64  nations  of  the  world  have  agreed 
by  treaty  severally  with  each  other  to  submit  their  differ- 
ences to  arbitration,  and  furthermore,  30  of  these  nation? 
have  absolutely  proscribed  war  each  with  the  other;  and 

Whereas,  the  established  policy  of  the  United  States,  as 
instanced  notably  in  the  Root  and  Bryan  treaties,  is  peace- 
ful settlement  of  disputes  between  our  country  and  other 
nations : 

BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  we  welcome  the  correspond- 
ence and  negotiations  now  proceeding  between  the  Great 
Powers  of  the  world,  France,  Germany,  Greeat  Britain 
Italy,  Japan  and  the  United  States,  proposing  a  multilateral 
treaty  proscribing  war  between  themselves  and  engaging 
by  solemn  pledges  to  find  peaceful  methods  of  settling-  am- 
dispute  arising.     And  be  it  further 

RESOLVED:  That  we  hereby  pledge  to  this  undertaking 
our  earnest  and  active  support  and  urge  this  and  succeed- 
ing administrations  of  the  United  States  persistently  to 
prosecute  these  negotiations  until  such  a  treaty  is  ratified  "

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THE  SERIOUS  YOUNG 

The  Woman's  Journal  in  the  April  and  May  numbers 
presents  the  case  of  the  young  women  of  to-day  from  two 
points  of  view.  It  is  agreed  in  both  that  the  younger  gen- 
eration are  not  following  in  the  splendid  footsteps  of  their 
mothers.  The  charge  is  made  that  they  are  not  public- 
spirited;  will  not  interest  themselves  in  charitable  enter- 
prises, politics,  or  special  "causes". 

The  answer  given  is  very  interesting,  and  may  be  quoted 
from  in  brief. 

"The  young  are  like  a  new  reinforcement  of  soldiers, 
rushed  up  during  advance.  It  does  not  occur  to  them  to 
pause  and  congratulate  those  whom  they  replace  in  the  pro- 
gress made.  They  must  step  into  the  limelight  and  start 
shooting.    They  must  move  on.     They  say: 

"Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  our  mothers  and  grandmothers, 
'Are  Women  People'  is  no  longer  a  subject  for  debate.  We 
have  opportunities  which  women  never  had  before.  We 
may  enter  almost  any  field  of  work,  and  the  only  way  to 
prove  that  it  was  worth  while  to  open  those  doors  to  us  is 
to  take  the  jobs  offered,  and  hold  them  down  well." 

"One  of  the  first  things  left  behind  is  sex-consciousness. 
It  is  no  longer  invidious  or  glorious  to  be  a  woman.  Theore- 
tical equality  could  be  helped  by  meetings  and  parades. 
Practical  equality  is  proving  that  you  can  make  good  as 
equals. 

"When  freedom  came  in,  seats  in  the  street  cars  went  out. 

"The  modern  young  woman  is  out  to  see  what  she  can  do, 
and  she  is  racing  along,  too  busy  looking  after  her  own 
interests,  to  turn  around  and  look  after  others.  She  is 
determined  to  work  out  her  life  according  to  her  under- 
standing of  life,  but  remember,  that  idea  comprises  work, 
motherhood,  comradeship,  just  as  much  as  any  young  woman 
of  the  earlier  day,  but  she  is  doing  it  in  a  different  way. 

"It  is  saying  the  same  old  things  in  different  words." 

Viewed  in  this  light,  isn't  even  the  little  fling  at  smoking 
and  drinking  that  we  hear  about,  an  unconscious  attempt  to 
prove  their  equality  with  men — the  same  thing  that  women 
have  been  struggling  for  for  centuries,  but  carried  to  an 
extreme  in  the  exuberance  of  victory  at  last,  sure  to  be  cast 
aside  as  foolish  and  wateful  use  of  their  glorious  inherit- 
ance, in  time,  by  their  own  sound  judgment.

That  does  not  receive  prim- 
ary instruction  in  the  elements 
of  hygiene  and  good   health. 

That  has  not  the  complete 
birthright  of  a  sound  mind  in 
a  sound  body. 

That  has  not  the  encourage- 
ment to  express  in  fullest 
measure  the  spirit  within,  which 
is  the  final  endowment  of  every 
human  being".

In  addition  to  these,  the  Presidents  of  all  the  clubs  are 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  League,  and  the 
Past  Presidents,  there  being  only  one  so  far,  Dr.  Lillian 
Shields. 

There  were  elected  as  State  Delegates  to  the  national 
convention  Lillian  Wendemuth,  San  Francisco,  Christine 
Leonard,  Berkeley.  Dr.  Shields,  Oakland,  Lillian  Stark, 
Alameda,  and  May  Pettengill,  Eureka,  with  the  following 
as  alternates:  Helen  Hughes,  Los  Angeles;  Rose  Hollub, 
San  Francisco,  and  Elizabeth  Adams,  San  Francisco,  and 
power  given  the  State  President  to  appoint  others,  if  the 
above  should  not  be  able   to  attend. 

The  reports  from  the  clubs  showed  a  great  deal  of  activity, 
and  the  problems  most  vital  to  each  one  were  discussed, 
with  helpful  suggestions.  All  formality  was  laid  aside,  and 
a   real  "family  council"  indulged  in.

4.  Find  some  way  of  reaching  the  rural  girl  who  has  no 
advantages  of  contact  with  the  activities  of  the  more  closely 
settled  parts  of  the  country. 

5.  Find  the  especially  promising  young  woman  in  your 
community  and  help  her  to  use  her  talents  to  the  best 
advantage. 

6.  Get  a  survey  of  dependable  schools,  and  be  perpared 
to  give  information  on  night  schools,  summer  courses,  exten- 
sion college  work. 

7.  Forward  the  formation  of  scholarships,  loan  funds, 
and  self-help. 

8.  Cooperate  wth  the  Pacific  Institute  of  International 
Relations  to  bring  about  better  understanding  between 
nations  of  the  Pacific.

NINETY-TWO  YEARS  AFTER 

The  Philadelphia  Public  Led- 
ger recently  made  a  reprint  of 
its  first  edition  in  celebration  of 
its   ninety-second  birthday. 

The  editors  announced  "terms 
to  subscribers  Six  Cents  per 
week  payable  at  the  end  of  the 
week."  The  opening  editorial 
gave  as  the  reason  for  starting 
another  newspaper  the  "desire 
to  serve  the  many  intelligent 
people  eager  for  the  news  who 
could  not  afford  $10.00  per  year 
for  the  big  city  press,"  and  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  this  en- 
terprise would  "place  a  news- 
paper in  the  hands  of  every 
man  and  of  every  boy  (the  wo- 
men not  mentioned)  old  en- 
ough to  read  and  by  this  means 
create  a  thirst  for  knowledge." 
The  editorial  also  stated  that 
the  services  of  a  "police  repor- 
ter" and  a  news  gatherer"  had 
been  obtained  and  that  it  was 
the  intention  to  continue  the 
publication  for  at  least  one  year. 

The  Public  Ledger  was  wide 
awake  and  far  seeing  from  the 
start.  In  an  article  entitled 
Our  Noble  River,  it  compared 
the  scene  on  the  river  at  that 
time,  navigation  having  just 
opened,  with  the  ice  bound  port 
of  the  winter  and  said, — "The 
ice  should  never  be  allowed  to 
accumulate;  the  river  should 
never  be  closed;  steamboats  are 
adequate  to  keeep  it  clear  and 
to  tow  vessels  when  the  wind 
is  unfavorable.  The  obstacles 
can  be  surmounted.  Enterprise 
only  is  needed,  and  if  this  can- 
not be  found  our  merchants 
must  be  greatly  wanting  in  duty 
to  themselves  and  the  commu- 
nity. Why  should  not  Philadel- 
phia, like  New  York,  have  a 
great  and  increasing  foreign 
trade?" 

But  sugar  had  made  its  ap- 
pearance, a  loaf  being  on  exhibi- 
tion at  the  Exchange.  Congress 
in  its  infancy  seems  to  have 
been  berated  even  as  today  for 
the  paper  says,  "Congress  seems 
to  be  determined  to  fritter 
away  its  time  instead  of  render- 
ing it  profitable  to  the  nation — 
shame  on  such  tardy  legisla- 
tion." 

And  youth,  even  in  those  good 
old  days,  was  flapping  its  wings 
and  worrying  its  elders  for  we 
find    "Brandy    and  water,    and 


cigars — a  fast  trotting  horse,  a 
pocket  book  with  bank  notes, 
gaming  and  late  hours — are  the 
rocks  on  which  are  shipwrecked 
many  bright  hopes  and  the  fond 
anticipations    of   parents." 

However  the  elders  had  one 
advantage  in  those  days  for  ac- 
cording to  an  advertisement  of 
the  Claremont  Boarding  Acad- 
emy, they  could  send  their  sons 
to  a  high  class  boarding  school 
for  $35.00  per  quarter. 

The  "Good  Intent  Stage  Com- 
pany" advertised  its  "Express 
mail  line — 50  hours  to  Wheel- 
ing. West  Va.  via  Post  Coach 
and  Columbia  Railroad. 

Benjamin  Franklin's  influ- 
ence on  the  life  of  the  city  was 
clearly  discernible  in  the  many 
savings  banks  advertised.

The  next  twenty-four  floors  will  house  1,020  hotel  rooms, 
and  the  top  floors  will  be  used  by  three  clubs  all  associated 
with  the  apparel  industry.

Oakland  continues  to  be  the 
brightest  spot  on  the  commercis 
map  of  the  United  States,  accorc 
ing  to  figures  from  Standard  Sta 
tistics  Co.,  Inc.,  a  world  authority

WOMEN   NO  STATUS  OF 
THEIR    OWN 

At  the  Institute  of  Public 
Affairs  held  at  the  University 
of  Virginia  last  month,  Dr. 
Aurelia  Reinhardt  presided  at 
the  round  table  discussions  of 
Women  in  Modern  Society.  The 
conclusion  was  arrived  at  that 
"women  no  longer  have  a  sta- 
tus of  their  own.  They  have 
individual  differences,  rights 
and  achievements  to  their  cre- 
dit; they  are  concerned  in  pub- 
lic affairs  as  individuals,  and 
are  interested  identically  with 
men  in  politics,  economics,  in- 
ternational relations."  As  Dr. 
Maphis,  director  of  the  Insti- 
tute, expressed  it,  "the  feeling 
seemed  to  be  that  women  did 
not  need  to  be  segregated  into 
a  special  group  hereafter."  It 
was  believed  that  in  future  wo- 
men would  be  received  into  the 
discussions  with  the  men,  not 
as  women,  but  as  persons  with 
ideas  to  contribute.

In  these  days  of  flurrying 
stock  markets  an  article  on  "In- 
vestments" seemed  timely,  so 
our  club  member,  Ruth  Chap- 
man, with  A.  B.  Leach  &  Co., 
was  asked  for  an  expression, 
which  follows: 

INVESMENT 

"I  have  been  asked  to  write 
a  short  article  on  investments 
for  women.  To  cover  the  sub- 
ject thoroughly  would  entail  a 
lengthy  treatise,  but  I  shall  try 
to  stress  a  few  points  so  essen- 
tial to  making  investments. 

For  the  woman  investor  with 
a  limited  capital,  and  one  whose 
earning  power  may  be  some- 
what limited,  the  first  consid- 
eration should  be  safety  of 
principal.  The  next  considera- 
tion should  be  the  rate,  or  in- 
terest yield,  on  the  investment. 
Is  the  investor  in  a  position 
where  she  can  afford  to  take 
a  higher  yield  with  possibly 
less  marketability  for  the  sec- 
urity, or  is  it  essential  that  her 
funds  be  kept  somewhat  li- 
quid? It  is  usually  the  case 
where  a  security  has  good  mar- 
ketability that  the  return  on 
the  principal  is  smaller  and 
vice  versa.  It  doesn't  always 
mean  that  safety  of  principal 
is  impaired  by  a  greater  rate 
on  the  investment,  but  care 
should  always  be  given  in  the 
selection  of  any  security. 

Diversification  should  always 
be  remembered  no  matter  how 
small  one's  capital  may  be.  It 
should  not  all  be  placed  in  any 
one  security,  or  in  any  one 
type  of  enterprise.  The  recent 
break  in  the  stock  market  has 
brought  many  face  to  face 
with  the  seriousness  of  having 
his  all  in  any  one  security. 

As  the  average  woman  in- 
vestor is  not  in  a  position  to 
keep  apace  wth  the  ever  chang- 
ing conditions  in  the  securty 
market,  she  should  always  con- 
sult wth  some  reputable  dealer 
before  making  her  purchases. 
If  these  few  items  could  always 
be  borne  in  mind  there  would 
be  little  danger  of  loss  in  prin- 
cipal or  interest.

Rome, 
Florence,  Venice  and  Milan; 
August  24  in  Vitnau  and  Lu- 
cerne and  August  26  to  31  in 
Paris. 

The  Northern  group  will  sail 
July  20  from  New  York  on  the 
Bergensfjord,  arriving  at  Oslo, 
Norway,  July  30.  July  31  and 
August  1  will  be  pent  in  Oslo; 
August  2,  3  and  4  in  Stockholm 
and  en  route  to  Copenhagen; 
August  8  en  route  to  Berlin; 
August  9,  10  and  11  in  Berlin; 
August  12  and  13  in  Dresden; 
August    14   and     15     in  Prague 


and  en  route  to  Budapest;  Aug- 
ust 17  and  18  in  Budapest;  Aug- 
ust 19,  20  and  21  in  Vienna  and 
en  route  to  Munich;  August  23 
and  24  in  Munich  and  August 
26  to  31  in  Paris.

OUR    PROGRESS. 

Many  notable  changes  have  come  since  the  World  War, 
and  none  more  significant  than  the  entry  of  women  into 
business  and  professions.  And  to  realize  the  rapidity  of 
their  progress  one  has  but  to  look  at  the  National  Federation 
of  Business  and  Professional  Women,  organized  in  1919  with 
less  than  200  delegates,  and  now  comprising  about  1000 
clubs  with  a  membership  of  52,000.  With  this  number  of 
earnest,  successful  women  in  almost  every  conceivable  line 
of  endeavor,  already  a  power  in  the  United  States,  they  are 
now  turning  their  attention  to  the  uniting  of  business  and 
professional  women  in  all  the  countries  of  the  world,  through 
organizations  of  similar  character. 

The  purpose  of  this  movement  is  two-fold:  "Better  busi- 
ness women  for  a  better  business  world",  and  world  peace 
through  international  good  will  in  the  better  understanding 
between  peoples. 

As  a  direct  result  of  the  Good  Will  Tour  made  by  a  group 
of  our  members  last  summer  to  Europe,  a  Woman's  Bank 
has  been  started  in  Rotterdam,  the  idea  originating  from  a 
discussion  of  methods  in  America.  Who  can  tell  how  many 
ideas  were  exchanged  in  other  lines,  and  will  be  with  the 
women  of  many  other  lands,  to  be  visited  on  the  Good  Will 
Tour  this  year  ? 

The  National  Federation  is  made  up  of  the  State  Federa- 
tions. The  work  of  the  individual  clubs  i1?  carried  to  the 
state  convention  and  from  there  to  the  national,  and  then 
on  to  other  countries.  So  the  accomplishment  of  each  club 
as  an  organization,  or  through  the  accomplishment  of  its 
individual  members,  becomes  a  potential  factor  in  world 
progress  for  women. 

Let  us  compare  notes  with  our  sister  clubs  at  our  State 
Convention,  share  our  experiences,  and  exchange  ideas  for 
our  common  good.

WE     INVITE     COMPARISON 

Under  the  caption,  "Methods  of 
Treating  Child  in  Court  Severely 
Criticized,"  the  Oakland  Tribune, 
in  its  edition  of  Friday,  June  28th, 
said: 

"A  picture  of  the  machinery  set 
up  by  modern  America  for  the  cor- 
rection and  prevention  of  juvenile 
delinquency  almost  as  depressing  as 
that  drawn  by  Dickens  in  'Oliver 
Twist'  was  depicted  yesterday  by 
Dr.  Miriam  Van  Waters,  refeiee  of 
the  Los  Angeles  juvenile  court,  in 
an  address,  'Is  the  Juvenile  Court 
Making  Goodj?'  hpfnr^the  National 
Conference  of  Social   Work. 

"Dr.  Van  Waters  first  attacked  the 
court  system,  and  attempts  made  to 
handle  juvenile  cases  unier  Jega\ 
procedure  intended  to  cope  only  witi 
adult   crime. 

"She  told  pathetic  instances  to 
illustrate  her  point,  showing  how  im- 
possible it  is  for  the  child  to  'tell 
his  side  of  the  story'  before  digni- 
fied judges,  with  clerks  rattling  off 
charges  against  him  and  with  police 
overawing  him. 

"Assailing  the  judges.  Dr.  Van 
Waters  denounced  their  'entrenched 
conservatism,'  particularly  in  cases 
where  they  had  been  appointed  for 
life. 

"  'In  juvenile  court  everyone  talks 
but  the  child,'  she  said.  'The  iudgp 
shows  off  his  wit,  wisdom  and  effi- 
ciency and  the  court  attaches  re- 
mark that  "he  is  in  good  form  to- 
day." The  policeman  tells  what  he 
thinks  the  child  did.  The  probation 
officer — if  there  is  one — gives  his 
ideas.  If  the  child  is  given  a 
chance  to   open  his  mouth   at   all,  it 


is  only  to  answer  questions.  The 
child  is  thrust  into  the  background.'  " 
A  sad  indictment  of  our  present 
system,  if  it  were  true,  but  anyone 
who  has  come  in,  contact  with  the 
work  of  our  Juvenile  Court  in  Oak- 
land, knows  better.  Either  Dr.  Van 
Waters  has  painted  an  untrue  pic- 
ture of  the  Juvenile  Courts  in  the 
southern  part  of  our  State,  or  else 
they  are  vastly  inferior  to  ours, 
where  the  kindness  and  sympathy 
of  the  Judge  for  the  child  who 
comes  before  him  and  of  the  Juve- 
nile Probation  Officer,  Ollie  Snedi- 
gar,  and  his  staff,  have  made  a  new 
era  of  progress  in  the  handling  of 
juvenile     delinquency  in  Oakland.

WELFARE  WORKERS!

It  is  rather  difficult  to  describe  Lutie  Stearns,  but  I  will  try-, 
as  personalities  are  so  necessary  to  complete  the  pictures  we  form 
of  celebrated  people.  Lutie  Stearns  is  one  of  those  rare  women  who 
defy  age.  She  is  just  as  young  or  old  as  the  occasion  demands. 
I  could  not  say  that  /she  is  pretty  or  beautiful  or  handsome,  but 
when  inspired,  her  speech,  race,  figure  and  action  become  truly  won- 
derful. She  calls  herself  "One  of  the  Feminine  Leftovers."  She  is 
one  of  the  best  public  speakers  of  this  age.  She  is  not  a  graduate 
of  any  university  or  college,  and  is  free  to  express  hersielf  upon  the 
great  questions  of  our  day  and  it  means  so  much  to  have  a  woman 
of  her  type  represent  us  at  different  places.  This  quality  of  free- 
dom she  extended  to  her  entire  class  and  many  who  had  never 
spoken  in  public  before  responded  freely  and  interestingly.  She 
prepared  a  very  interesting  outline  for  us  to  follow,  which  was  most 
helpful  and  is  as  follows:

forcefulness  as  befits  subject;  consciousness;   study;  practice.. 

SPEAKER'S   ATTRIBUTES: 

Attractive  personality;  pleasing  voice;  ability  to  be  heard; 
knowledge  of  subject;  logical  arrangement  of  ideas;  sense  of  honor; 
knowing   when  to   stop. 

THINGS  TO  AVOID: 

The    old-time    "elocution"    and     unnecessary    gestures;     poorly- 
placed    voice;    affectation;     fright;     self-consciousness;     mannerless; 
hesitancy;   patronization  of  audience  through  "superior"  knowledge; 
lack   of   preparation;   boresomeness ;    cowardice.

The  Directors  propose  the  following  amendments  to  the 
by-laws  of  the  club,  to  be  voted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting, 
March  6,  1930; 

Amend  Section  1  of  Article  IV.  to  read  as  follows: 
"The  initiation  fee  for  membership  shall  be  Fifty  Dollars, 
this  section  shall  be  effective   on  all   members  proposed  for 
membership  after  March  6,  1930." 

Amend  Section  1  of  Article  V.  to  read  as  follows: 
"Regular  meetings  of  the  club  shall  be  held  on  each  Thurs- 
day of  the  month  (holidays  excepted).  The  place  and  type 
of  meeting  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The 
annual  meeting  shall  be  on  the  first  Thursday  in  June  of 
each   year." 

Amend  Section  2  of  Article  VI.  to  read  as  follows: 
"There  shall  be  ten  directors  elected,  who  shall  serve  for 
the  term  of  two  years;  provided,  however,  that  at  the  annual 
election  in  March,  1930,  two  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  a 
term  of  one  year,  and  five  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  a 
term  of  two  years,  these  seven  directors  with  the  three 
directors  then  in  office  to  constitute  the  ten  directors,  and 
after  1930  five  directors  shall  retire  each  year.  No  director 
shall  be  elected  for  two  successive  terms. 

Amend  Section  3  of   Article  VI.   to  read  as  follows: 
"These  sixteen  officers  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Club."

We  have  two  women  as  gov- 
ernors of  states.  Eight  women 
are  now  members  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  and  149  are 
members  of  state  legislatures.
